JAPAN. 

The nobles continue to leave Yedo, According to the latest 
advices, which reach to the 15th December, thefEnglish Legation 
was at Yokuhama. Several rumours are current which, how- 
ever, cannot be relied on, one of which is that the Mikado has 
been seized; and} another, that the father of the§Prince of 
Satsuma has been murdered. 

The foreign community is, it is stated, anxious to learn 
what steps will be taken by our Government with regard to the 
murder of Mr. Richardson. 

The Russians are said to have the following fleet in Eastern 
waters, chiefly in Nagasaki, ready,to join the allies in suppressing 
the Chinese Rebellion :—1 Corvette, 21 guns and 281 men; 
the Bogatin flag-ship; Calavala, 10-gun corvette, Commodore 
Tshebescoff ; Novick, Rinda, and Posadnick, 10-gun brigs, 180 
men each ; Rasbonwick, Nyasnick, and Morge, gun-boats, each 
four guns, and from 80 to 100 men ; Abreck, despatch-boat, 
2 guns and 80 men; America, paddle-wheel steamer, 4 guns 
and 120 men ; Japanitz, transport, 2 guns and 140 men. 


CHINA. 
PEEING. 
There is no news of any interest from the capital. 
SHANGHAL 

Our correspondent writes, under date Dec. 23 :-— 

“We have, during the past few days, been rather 
rudely disturbed from our fancied security. Since the 
13th of this month there have been no less than aix 
attempted assassinations in the settlement, and in conse- 
quence’ revolvers, life-preservers, and thick sticks are in 
great demand. A little shortlived excitement has been caused 
by a report that there would in future be a weekly mail to and 
from Europe per one of the Messageries Impériales’ steamers. 
Whether we shall be lucky enough to obtain a weekly mail ap- 


| pears ‘at present rather doubtful, and still raore so whether, 


even if we should get it, its arrivals would be anything like so 
-| certain as those of the villified P. and O. Co.'s steamers. 

“It is astonishing how dull everything is at the present crisis. 
Little trade is being done. Wet weather prevails over the 
north of China, and in Japan—even the rebels in China and 
the Yaconins in Japan partake of the general slowness of affairs, 
and have alike given up slaughtering luckless Imperialist 
women and children on the one hand, and harmle:s 
foreign travellers on the other. Other. prospects in Japan 
appear rather more cheerful than they did some few nrouths 
ago, but there is a general impression that ill-will towards the - 
Western residents is only smothered and not extinguisbed, 
and will readily break out on the slightest encouragement. 
You will have heard of an intended movement on Navking, 
ion of Wa, the late Taoutai of

It would appear from the late ‘Ranking and 
the country round that any attempt at Nescapture by o purely 
native force must be unsuccessful, At anyrate, even if Bur- 
govine’s troops succeed in making any impression, however 
slight, on the walls or on the garrison inside, it will give the 
‘ever conquering army’ (Ward’s force) a prestige that they do 
not now enjoy. zt is tolerstily ovideat that sooner or later the 





disciplined Chinese troops vail be metamorphosed into an | 


English contingent, or at least that English influence will ‘be 
dominant. The officers now ‘holding the most important, 
positions are, with the exception of Burgovine himself, all 
English. Indeed, unconscious encroachment is the order of 
the day, and England will ina Sew years find China, or a part 
of it, thrust upon her. : 

“ Up the river all is quiet. There are as yet no sigus of 
any vebel movement of importance around Hankow. The ob- 
noxiows ‘braves’ who recesfly surrounded the latter place 
have disappeared, and petty outrages have therefore become by 
far less common. The regulations for trade on the Yang-tsc 
not coming inte force until January, have as yet oreated little 
excitement, but as soon as we absolutely experience the iucon- 
veniences censequent on the enforcement of the regulations 
theve will be, no doubt, a disturbance. 

“The Hong Kong papers will inform you of Windham’s 
ceapture, of his progress from Shanghai to Foochow, where he 
was entertained by Mesers. Jardine, Matheson and Co., until 
news of his delinquencies arrived, when he was unceremoniously 
“kicked out ; of hisadvance on Houg Kong, and successful career 
Ahere, of his subsequent trips to Macao for change of air, suc- 
-cedded by a trip back to Canton, where he secured a passage in 
«a brig starting to Eogland, but was, alas! himself secured before 
-he could go on board. He is in Hong Kong gaol, and likely to 
remain there fora while. Even now scarcely anyone in Shanghai 
appears to have made up his mind as to the question of iden- 
tity, and people say frequently, ‘Well, if after all this be 
Windham, what a row there will be in England.’ The interest- 
ing swindler had not up to last advices confessed the cheat, but 
still persists in his claims to the name, &, &¢., of the real 
Simon Pure. 

“The garrison theatricals have not como of yet. I fear 
they will tur out a delusion and a snare, as, so far as we can 
see, there bave been no preparations made either in the way of 
a theatre, or dresses, or stage properties of any kind. A 
masonic ball is spoken of, but where there are so few ladics 
dancing is simply a bore.” 

With reference to the letter from Dr. Legge, ir favour of the 
Taipings, which was published some months since in our own and 
other journals, the North China Herald writes :— 

“Dr. Leggo is hardly in a position to enter into the 
feelings of the residents of Shanghai, on a point to 
them of such vital importance. He resides in the sca- 
girt isle of Hong Kong, within a comfortable Mission 
House, in a British colony where life and property are 
as safe, and aggression from without as little thought of, 
as at Gravesend or Greenwich. Wo in Shanghai, ov 
the contrary, live some eight or nine hundred miles 
from Dr. Legge and his secure home; and, but for the pre- 
sence of ships of war, and between 3,000 and 4,000 British 
and French bayonets round us, would be from day to day in 
dread of attack ; so that in place of retiring after the fatigues of 
the day to our peaceful slumbers, we should be taking our 
guard duty as a volunteer defensive force at the various barri- 
cades on the outskirts of our settlement—of which necessity 
has compelled the erection—a duty which, until the arrival of 
reinforcements from Tientsin and Hong Kong, was a reality of 
the civilian’s life during the severity of an unprecedented 
winter last season in Shanghai.” 

The increase of crime in the settlement, which is men- 
tioned in our correspondent’s letter, awakens some anxiety. 
On the 5th December, a most audacious and dastardly attack was 
made upon some premises at the Old Race Course, belonging 
to Mr. Howell; occupied at the time by his stable boy and 
four other servants, The miscreants, who endeavoured to force 
an entrance into the house, managed to get the stable boy to 
come out and see what was wrong, when he was shot dead on 
the spot, right through the head. The remaining coolies, thinking 
the man who fired the shot was single handed, came out to seize 

him, but were all ‘shot down iu turn; with the exception of 
one who did not go out, After this the murderer walked 
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quiefly wwag. “The person who fired the shots was armed with 
a revolver, No reagpu-oan ee assigned for the perpetration of 
this murder. A reward has been offered of $100, for any one 
giving such information as may lead to the datection of the cul- 
\prit or odfprits. 

On the 2st Dec. up the Berrier Road, another daring 
murder was committed, accompanied with robbery. It appears 
that about 7 p.m. coolie was.carryiug a basket of sycce silver 
from a banker's, When he arrived within a fow hundred 
yards of the Alilitery Police Station opposite the Maloo Cate, 
he was there set upon by three men, one of whom stabbed him 
in the breast, while the others seized the basket of sycce and 
made off. Another coolie accompanied the man carrying the 
syoce, cand -sciaed one of the men, who held in his hand the 
sheath of the weapon that bad done the deed. At this time 
Sergeant Majer Leach, af the’ Military Polico, under Captain 
Gould, arrived at the spat, and handed the prisoner over to tke 
munioipal police, On the same day a man was attacked by 
some robbers, and fearfully wounded, in the Hong-que district 
of the settlement. He had fourteen severe sabre wounds on 
the breast and back, and was carried into the Chinese Hos- 
pital. 
‘With reference to the “Revised Regulations” on the Yang- 
tse, an atrouymous correspondent of the .Vorth China Herald 
writes :— 

“As your distant readers cannot be supposed to understand the question 
of the navigation of the Yang-tse-kiaug, nor to appreciate the importance 
of the retrograde step lately taken bythe Hnglish and American Ministers, 
it may be useful to state clearly why the community of Shanghai are sur- 
prised and disappointed by the «Revised Regulations,” to the degree 
shown by the recent contributions to the press. I propose, therefore, to 
state as briefly as possible some ofthe main points of the case. 

“ First, then, the Yang-tse-kiang flows for many hundred miles through 
the richest provinces of China, and the products of an exceedingly active 
and industrious people, numbering many times the population of Great 
Britain, ean best reach a market from its banks, which present an immense 
number of points from which native goods can be sent to the treaty ports, 
and at which foreign merchandise can be conveniently delivered. Between 
these various points also a very extensive commerce was formerly carried 
on, and this commerce, although now paralysed by the rebellion, was 
likely to increase immensely as soon as steam was thoroughly applied to 
it. ‘Now, this magnificent domain for the development of commerce was 
" to have been once and for ever conquered for free trade by Lord 
Elgin in 1858, and the following are some of the grounds upon which 
this supposition was based :— 

“Ist. By the English Treaty of 1858, the whole interior of China was 
opened to foreigners, who were declared to be at liberty to go everywhere 


for the purposes of trade, and even to build houses, warehouses, &c., 
wherever they pleased. : 








“2nd. By a special article of the same treaty (No. 10) it was agreed 
that «British sey ad shall have authority to trade upon the great River 
CYang-tse),’ and it was, moreover, agreed that three ports of entry 


should be established upon the river after its waters were freed from the 
insurgents. 

“3rd. The establishment of these three pens of entry was not meant to 
limit foreign trade to these points, but its object wassimply to furnish con- 
venient places at which merchandise from without could be entered direct, 
and from which native products could be cleared direct for foreign places. 

“This is apparent from the general tone of the treaty, andalso from the 
fact that the tenth article begins in the Chinese version of the treaty with 
the following words :—‘ On the Long River throughout, at every opening, 
English merchant vessels may traffic.’ It is also apparent from the fact 
that Lord Elgin speaks of his arrangements for the opening of the river in 
186}, as being convenient ‘for the whole coast trade of the river,’ which 
accordingly was left open to foreign ships by the regulations established 
under his instructions by Sir Harry Parkes, early in that year; and, in order 
that no portion of the river banks should be even temporarily closed, 
Admiral Hope followed up the policy of Lord Elgin by a convention 
with the chiefs of the insurgents, providing for the security of commerce, 
within the regions which were occupied or might a‘terwards be conquered 
by them. Accordingly, foreign vessels traded freely upon the banks of 
the river, and steamers have brought large seaniites of native produce 
from various points direct to Shanghai, to the great advantage of both 
foreign and native commerce, inasmuch as the products of several districts 
cannot be carried to either Hankow, Kiu-kiang, or Chin-kiang, without 
great expense and delay. 

“ These things being once clearly understood, your distant readers, Mr. 
Editor, will be able to comprehend the recent surprise and disappointment 
of the community of Shanghai upon the publication of regulations which 
declared that only three points on the river could be visited by foreign 
vessels, and that the loading or unloading of cargo at any other point 
would be punished by the confiecation of vessel and cargo. 

“We see that these regulations destroy the brilliant prospects which 
were opened to foreign commerce, by making frec the entire trade of the 
river : we see that native commerce must suffer even more than our own ; 
and we see that the Imperial revenue mutt be injured pari passu with 
commerce. We see that all this could have been easily made manifest, 
even to Chinese ignorance of political economy ; and that a farther un- 
answerable argument could have been found in ihe fact, that by Admiral 

Hope's convention with the insurgents a large extent of country not in the 

oasersion of the Chincse Imperial Government, was actually open to 
Foreign ships. How could this Goverament, after availing iteelf of foreign 
aid against the insurgents, undertake to expel foreign trade from the terri- 
tory conquered from the insurgents? With what face could they do this, 
even if the liberty ¢ to traffic at every opening on the river’ bad not been 
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“previously given by themselves, and even if the free-trade about to be de- 
-stroyed could have been prejudicial to Chinese interests? And can it be 
su for 2 moment that they would have insisted upon this fatal 
measure had pains been taken to show them that the regulations proposed 
were not only contrary to the treaty and unjust to foreigners, but also 
-exeeedingly injurious to their own revenue and their own people?” 
“NANEING. 
The Bouncer arrived at Shanghai onthe 19th December, from 
a cruise on the Yang-tse, as far as Hankow and back; during 
which she steamed up the creek at Nanking in search of 
some missing junks, belonging ‘to British firms in Shanghai, 
said to be captured by the Taiping ‘Rebels. ‘Conmrmander Creasy 
in looking for them, put himself in communication with the 
Kan-wang, or Shield King, who has command of the rebel forces 
at theeast gate of the city, aud who showed much anxiety in 
giving all the information required ; but nothing of the junks 
could be found, so it was surmised that they had been broken up 
for firewood. From all that could be seen both inside and outside 
the walls, the Taipings appeared to be in great distress for want 
of the necessaries of life, while ordinary comforts were not to 
‘be found by their chief leaders. This was exemplified in the 
-case of the Kan-wang, who sdlicited the commander of the 
gun-boat to let him have some English soap and candles, 
@ request which was readily complied with. On the other hand 
it was observed that the defences of the city were unusually 
strong. An immense thick wall of masonry had lately been 
added to the fortifications, some eighty fect in height, while 
additional guus of large calibre are placed in prominent posi- 
‘tions. The number of Taipings and pressed inhabitants within 
the city was stated by the Kan-wang to be nearly two millions, 
but of course this statement must be received with the usual 
allowance for Chinese exaggeration. At the samc time it was 
evident that their force is great, and their defences immensely 
strong inside the city, while the camp outside the western wall 
mustered a large body of well-equipped men. In reconnoitring 
the outer defences, Commander Creasy met with no hostile dis- 
‘play from the Taipings. Indeed the Kan-wang and other chiefs 
were rather frieadly than otherwise. 


NING?O. 

It is stated that the French contingent of drilled Chineso 
have been distinguishing themselves in the neighbourhood of 
Yu-yaon by atrocities upon the country people. No particu- 
Javs, however, are mentioned. 


HONG KONG. 

The news from Hong Kong by this mail is comparatively 

unimportant. Amateur theatricals have been commenced for 
the season. The company is composed of military officers and 
civilians. A strange and apparently incomprehensible act on 
the part of the authorities has attracted considerable notice. 
These worthies have allotted a piece of ground to the soldiers 
of the garrison as a burial place, and at the same time refuse 
to let the ground be consecrated. The consequence is that the 
greatest dismay exists among the men at the idea of being buried 
in unconsecrated carth, 
%» A meeting of subscribers to the Sailors’ Home was reported ; 
the money in hand is over $21,000, but that sum is still in- 
sufficient to carry out the design fully and fairly. To give the 
schemo anything like a fair chance, it ought to have a proper 
start ; all the internal furniture for the use and amusement of 
the inmates, such as libraries and bowling alleys, ought to be 
provided before the institution is opened as a rival establish- 
ment tothe flashy taverns where the sailor at present resides, 
not, it is feared, for his good. An appeal is to be made for 
further subscriptions, and it is not doubted that it will be suc- 
cessful ; meantime the work has been ordered to be proceeded 
with, and contracts are about to be entered into. 

A mecting of the Legislative Council was held on the 17th 
Dec. A Bill was read entitled “ An Ordinance to authorise the 
Appropriation of a Supplementary sum not cxcceding One 
hundred and forty-nine thousand dollars to defray the charges 
of the year 1862." Another Bill was also read to amend the 
Ordinance for the relief of Insolvent Debtors.

L. Wiese, Esq., has been recognised provisionally as Acting 
Consul for Sweden and Norway at Hong Kong, pending the 
approval of Her Majesty’s Government, 

CANTON, 

A small party, consisting of the Rev. Messrs. Gray, Preston, 

and Bonney, had resolved to make an excursion on ponies from 








Canton to the Meiling Pass ; but, in consequence of an official 
warning by Her Majesty's Consul, on tne grounds that the 
country was then in an unsetiled state, the excursionists deter- 
mined not to go farther than fifty miles from tho city. They 
accordingly started, and in seven days they reached the borders 
of Chay-ung-Ning district, in the west part of Wychow dopart- 
ment, returning by another route, and reaching Canton in seven 
days more. On the mountains of Chay-ung-Ning they were 
met bya band of highway robbers, “armed to the tecth” with 
spears, swords, prongs, tridents, matchlocks,and shields. They saw 
at oncethatin sucha casediscretion wasthe best part of valour, and 
so madenoresistance. They were taken three or four miles off the 
road into a valley, stript of all but their clothes, and left alone 
without any harm having been offered to their persons. They 
made for the nearest village, and acquainted the mandarins with 
what had happened. Those worthy officials sympathised with 
them, treated them kindly, and supplied them with boots, 
clothing, bedding, and money. Elsewhere on their route the 
officials showed them great courtesy. They visited many strange 
villages, distributed Christian books, and made numerous 
friends, so that they do not quite regret the journey. Five 
ponies, with saddles and bridles, were taken from them by the 
brigands, who appeared no novices at their work, and had pro- 
bably heard of the route they meant to take, aud had laid in 
ambush for them, 

Ex-Governor-General Laou, of Canton, has been appointed to 
the Government of the Kwei chow province. 


COCHIN-CHINA. 

The following port regulations have been published by the 
French authorities — 

“1, Until further orders the Port of Saigon alone is open to the com- 

merce of all nations, and except under uncontrollable circumsteg ze 
vessels not furnished with special permits from the French authorities are 
precluded from anchoring in any of the other ports. 
“4° 2. The presence on board, of arms and ammunition not entered in 
the manifest and not declared to the authorities, will lead to the seizure of 
vessels met by the cruisers of His Imperial Majesty upon the coasts or 
within the ports of French Cochin-China. 

“3, Every vessel found within one of the ports of French Cochin- 
China, interdicted to commerce, in case of its manifest being correct, will 
be subjected to a strict inquiry, and required to prove that its presence at 
the anchorage was caused by uncontrollable circumstances, proof, imore- 
over, will be needed that it had not previously disposed of any articies 
contraband of war not appearing in the manifest.” 


BORNEO, 
SARAWAK, 

Everything is going on favourably ‘in the sew territories 
placed under the Sarawak Government, and a considerabie 
trade is springing up on the Bintulu and other rivers. Anti- 
mony has been brought down by tho Kayans, and they have 
also brought supplies of camphor oil, which may turn out a 
valuable article of trade. Some specimens of copper pyrites 
have been likewise produced by the Kayans. 

‘Lhe gunboat Badger, which has done good service in her time 
against the Lanun and other pirates, was unfortunately wrecked. 
in the end of Nov., on the bar of the Bintulu river, in trying to 
get out while a heavy sea was running. 

Another seam of fine coal has been found on the river 
Sadong, and it is to be hoped it may turn out workable and 
thus add to the resources of Sarawak. 

Attention is being turned to the splendid timber which lines 
the banks of many of the navigable rivers in the Sarawak terri- 
tories. Two ships were lately loaded by the Borneo Company 
(Limited) with hard woods for the Royal dockyar The 
woods selected were Enkabong, Penang, Kapur, and Kranji. 


JAVA. 

By resolution of the Governor-General, published in the 
Javasche Courant of the 24th December, the importation of 
opium into the district of Kikim, in the Assistaut Residency 
of Tibing Tinggi, in Palembang, is prohibited at the request of 
the chiefs there. The prohibition to date from the 1st Jan., 
1863, 

Captain Jenzen, of the Dutch ship Vrendschap, which left 
the Sooloo Islands on the 4th Dec. reports ti:at the Sultan of 
Sooloo died in the month of November last. A Spanish steam- 
ship is regularly stationed there, and the Spanish flag hoisted 
on the fort, and a number of steara guuboats were scut, on the 
news of the death of the Sultan reaching Manila, to assist in the 
installation of his sou. The people of Sooloo seemed to be 
dissatisfied with their new ruler, aud an extensive rebellion had 
broken out against him, 

The receipts of import and export dutics in Java for the first 
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ten months of 1862 were much less than in the two previous 
years, and it was calculated that the amount for the whole 
year would not excced eight and a-balf millions, or some 
£772,000,

The Penang subscriptions to the Lancashire Relief Fund have 
already reached the large sum of $5,344. Not the least grati- 
fying circumstance connected with it is that the Chinese and 
other native residents have contributed upwards of $2,300 of 
the above sum, 


CEYLON. 

The return of Tamil immigration for the year just closed 
Bhows 69,000 arrivals against 42,000 departures, It is said 
that about 250,000 immigrants are labouring on estates and 
Bettled in the country, and that Ceylon presents attractions to the 
labouring population of Southern India quite sufficient to induce 
an annual influx ranging from 50,000 to 70,000. With refer- 
ence to the population of Colombo, the Colombo Observer 
writes :—“ It appears that just one in four of the ordinary and 
settled population of Ceylon is liable to be called out to labour 
six days annually on the roads or to pay the commutation money. 
“The Colombo district is, of course, one of the most popu- 
Tous in the island, embracing as it does the capital. But our 
Teaders will probably be astonished to find that the population 
of our chief city and port is not at this day anything like the 
estimates given in Gazetteers, &c., half a century ago. The 
persons liable to labour in Colombo are ::

“That only 7 per cent. of the population of Ceylon should 
profess Christianity ; that only 2 por cent. should be Reformed 
or Protestant Christians, will be melancholy facts, preguaut 
with solemn reflections to many of our readers. 

“ As regards the incidence of taxation, it would seem that 
the inhabitants of British India contribute to the revenue at 
the rate of 6s. per head, against 8s, in Ceylon—the larger sum 
being the lighter burden, in consequence of the progress of 
enterprise, wealth, and good Government in our “Indian 
Isle,” which is, happily not yet, in an administrative sense, 
annexed to India, We prefer to pay 8s. per head with the 
certainty of having the money spent for our own bencfit, rather 
than 63. with the certainty of the greater portion of it being 
absorbed in “little wars” and “Home charges.” We, in Cey- 
lon, may calculate on continued progress if we are only, as of 
late years, “let aloue.” 

“To make the comparison with India complete, we may 
mention that while the area of British Indis, including the 
assigned districts, appears to be nearly 1,000,000 of square 
miles, with 9 population of 140,000,000, or 140 to the square 
milo; Ceylon, with its area of 24,700 square miles, has a 
population of two millions, or eighty-one, nearly, to the square 
mile. In the matter of population alone do we suffer in com- 
parison with India; and even in this respect we are certainly 
progressing.” 

The Governor left Colombo on the 3rd of January, and has 
been staying at Galle, where he had the opportunity of showing 
the hospitality of Queen’s-house to Sir Charles and Lady Tre- 
velyan, who touched there en rowe to Calcutta, The party had 
@ very narrow escape from a serious accident whilst out driving, 
their horse having taken fright and gallopped oft for nearly two 
miles before Sir Charles Trevelyan could pull up. 

The Governor was about to proceed on an inspection of the 
irrigation works at Kirmi and Orobokke, whence he would pass 
through the Saffragam district to visit the new road to Happo- 
telle, now completed as far as Ballangode. The new trace for 








its continuation upwards is already advanced, and it is hoped 
that by the middle of the present year the streams between 
Ballangod and Kalupahani will be bridged. 

About £120 is transmitted by this mail, through the Oriental 
Bank and the Chartered Mercantile Bank, for the Lancashire 
distress, = 

The Colombo Regatta lasted for three days, and proved a 
complete success, the number of competitors for the “cup” 
having been greater than on any former occasion. The prizes 
were again carried of by the little Minnehaha. The chief 
interest appeared to be centred in the last day’s sports, consist- 
ing of rowing matches, which were a novelty for Ceylon, and 
well contested. These matches took place on the 3rd January. 
A “Boat Club,” in addition to the Regatta Association, is now 
in contemplation, for the purpose of importing English wherries 
and forming regularly trained boats’ crews, 

Amecting of the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel 
was held on the 2nd January. The Bishop, who moved the 
first resolution, said:—He believed the society aimed at no 
other end than the spread of the Gospel; that it was a faithful 
handmaid to the Church of England, and that Church he believed 
to bea faithful witness to the pure and simple Gospel, scriptural 
in its system and in its teaching. He could speak with confi- 
dence as to the character of this society, having been concerned 
himself in the management of its affairs, and in particular he 
could testify that there was nothing of a party or sectarian 
character in its proceedings. He had never seen any opinion of 
such a kind prevail at the meetings of the parent committee, 
aud he might point to the character of its late revered president, 
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the Archbishop of Canterbury, as in itself a sufficient answer to 
those persons who brought against the society the groundless 
charge of being the exponent only of a party in the Church of 
peculiar or objectionable views in religion. 

In the course of the meeting ‘statistics were given, from 
which it appears that there are now in the island 21 stations 
under the charge of 15 ordained missionaries and 14 catechists, 
supported wholly or in part by the society, whilst there are 55 
schools of this society and of that for promoting Christian 
knowledge, in which about 2,751 children of both sexes are 
receiving Christian knowledge. 

The Honourable H. B. Thomson was sworn in as Judge of 
the Supreme Court on the 15th Jan., the usual salute being 
fired. 

The appointment of Mr. Richard F. Morgan as Queen's Advo- 
cate gives great satisfaction.

CHINA—EX PORTS,

It seems now certain that the crop of 
yreen teas is very limited, which fully accounts for the firmness of the 
teamen, The entire crop is reliably estimated at under 300,000 hf. ch , 
50,000 of which may be sent to Canton, There seems some obstacle 
existing to the teas coming forward from the country, the probability being 
that to the low state of the river, and to the scarcity of boats, owing to the 
requirements of the Mandarins, are to be ascribed this circumstance. 
The advices from London and New York tend to make shippers cautious, 
except for fine teas for the former, but the knowledge of the short crop, 
the tardiness of the supplies, and the firmness of the teamen have com- 
bined to raise the market fully 1 tael on common kinds, up to 2 or 3 taels on 
fine upon quotations previously ruling, or say 5 to 6 taels on the opening 
rates in the middle of October.

FREIGHTS AND CHARTERS. 
HONG KONG. 

Business in freights has been very languid during the past fortnight, 
the few settlements that have been made being principally for the coast. 
One ot two rice charters have been negotiated at moderate figures. To 
Great Britain, the demand for vessels to carry cotton still continues, though 
in a moderate degree. To the United States little or nothing offering. 
At Foochow, freights for Great Britain have improved slightly, and we 
now quote them at from £4 to £4. 5s. At Shanghai, considerable trade 
is doing in cotton to the United Kiagdom. Vessels are in demand at this, 
port for coasting, at remuneratire rates. We consider general business in 
tonnage ax decidedly improving, although but few settlements have actually 
been made. We quote the following scttlements:—Great Britain and 
the Continent ; Fidelio, Ham. barque, 292 tons, from Whampoa and 
Maceo to Hamburg, at 43. 10s. per ton. United States: King Lear, 
Br. ship, 1,970 tons, to San Francisco, £4, 500 in full (reported). 
Kathes, Am. ship, 1,498 toms, on the berth for San Francisco, at $8 per 
ton.

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CASUALTIES. 
(From the Japan Herald.) 


Since our last issue we have been favoured by Capt. Farrell of the 
wrecked (American) barque Chevallie with the following particulars of 
circumstance attending the loss of that vessel. Our previous account 

leaned from various sources, appears to be substantially correct. ‘The 
following is more particularly so, and will, perhaps, be more interesting to 
‘our nautical readers:—The barque Chevallie, a fine American vessel of 
548 tons, let Hakodadi bound for Shanghai, on the morning of the 19th 
November ; about noon, the wind rose from the N.W., and 
was blowing so strong that it was found imposible, as was intended, 
to make the proper westerly course through the Straits of 
Tsugar. The wind increasing still from the north.west, and the current 
4etting at the rae of six knots east through the Straits, was obliged to 
‘bear up easterly, During the whole of that day had adverse winds. The 
next day, 20th, a very strong gale from the north. west prevailed, but on 
the 2lst, being then more moderate, and inclining to the cast, made some 
progress; on the Qlst, in $8.90, sighted the land Kinkewazan, about 40 
-miles dietant. On the 22nd, at noon, 96.40, saw high mountains about 
35 miles off. Steered S.W. 4 S, intending to pass 20 miles to the east- 
ward of Cape Blank—the current set strong to the north-west, taking the 
vessel on the port bow, setting her in towards the shore between the two 
rivers Navagata and Sasagawa, but still believed that a course was being 
made 20 miles at least to the eastward of Cape Biank ; but, as it now ap: 
pears, the current was rapidly driving to the West. The night was hazy, and 
nothing could be seen till the vessel was found, about 11.80, to bump 
heavily. Endeavoured to luff, but the current was so strong and the 
vessel so near the bottom that she would not answer her helm, and drove 
in still further—thumping heavily on the bottom. aw the breakers 
achead—the veseel still werking in towards them, the wind being right on 
tothe shore. The next day the masts were cut away and attempts made 
to lighten the ship to ease her, but she kept surging in all the time. ‘The 
whole of the bay seems to have a large sandy beach running out at least 
two miles, with a tremendous surf all round and with broken knolly ground. 
Tt became evident that the only thing now was to endeavour to save the 
‘lives of all on board. 

The Tung-yu, from London, was totally lost in the Yangtse kiang. 
The wreck wus sold for 415 taels, and a few tons of cargo at taels. 

‘The brig Martha and Emily, Captain Carter, which left Rhanghai on 
the 8lat October last for Ningpo, left Amoy fer ‘Taiwan in the carly part 
of last month, but went ashore on the coast of Formosa, and was im- 
mediately deserted by her crew. Captain Carter, however, stood by his 
-ship, and would not leave her, ‘The conzequence was, that he was shot 
through the head by a party of natives, who wanted to loot the vessel. 

‘The Empress reports having picked up the crew of the Arab ship Atiet 
Rohoman, consisting of fifty-four men, they having been in the longboat 
two days without water or food. Their ship foundered at sea, in lat. 21.08 
N. long. 87.23 E., in a most severe gale, The captain and crew lost 
everything belonging to them. On the 23th ultimo sent the crew of the 
lost vessel in their own boat to a ship proceeding to Calcutta, but her 
“name could not be ascertained by the captain of the Empress.

AFFAIRS IN JAPAN.

Ministers respecting these attacks ; despatches from Colonel 
Neale respecting the murderous assault on Mr. Richard- 
son’s party; an .account from an eye-witness of the 
marder of Mr. Richardson ; a report of the interviews of Colonel 
Neale aud Admiral Kuper with the J: apanese Ministers ; anda 
correspondence between Colonel Neale and the Japanese 
Ministers respecting these repeater! outrages and assaults on the 
Legation and on British merchants, and on the insecurity of 
fee to which ‘foreigners -are entitled-to resort under 
‘The papers contain also communications with the Govern- 
ments of Franee, Russia, and the Netherlands, respecting their 
negotiations with the Japanese Envoys, and a full statement of

BRITISH TRADE IN CHINA. 


The following is the Memorial forwarded to Earl Russell last 
autumn from the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce :— 


“ British Chamber of Commerce, Shanghai, 
‘4th September, 1862. 

* Sir,—L have the honour of forwarding to you under this cover a letter 
tothe Right Hon. Earl Russell, Her Majesiy’s Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, upon the subject of certain privileges, accorded, as this 
Chamber conceives, by treaty, and which the Chinese Government now 
seeksto withdraw. This letter is signed by the various members of this 
Chamber of Commerce, and I have to request that you will forward it to 
the Secretary of Sta‘e. I further enclose a copy of the same for your 
Excellency’s perusal,

“ British Chamber of Commerce, Shanghai, Sept. 4, 1862. 

«My Lord,—We, the undersigned members of the British Chamber 
of Commerce of Shanghai, had the honour to address your lordship on 
the 20th of August, 1861, respecting abuses in the administration of the 
Imperial Maritime Customs in China, which seriously injured our com- 
mercial interests; but we regret that up to the present time we have not 
been favoured with a repl; nd, although the Hon. F. A. Bruce, Her 
Britannic Majesty's Minister at Peking, has applied a partial remedy in 
some few instances to the evils complained of, the chief grievances remain 
unalter 

“ While again soliciting your favourable consideration of those subjects 
upon which we have before written, we would respectfully draw your lord- 
ship's attention to further restrictions which the Chinese Government secks 
to impose upon our Treaty priv leges; we allude to the alterations now 
being made in the regulations of trade on the Yang-tse-kiang River, acd 
to the limitation of the right to resort to the interior for the purposes of 
trade. 
«© When the navigation of the Yang-tse-kiang River was opened to 
foreigners in April, 1861, the regulations provided that all duties, whether 
import or export, should be paid at Shanghai or Chin-kiang-foo, and that 
above the latter port the whole of the river up to Hankow should be open 
to foreign trade. ‘This system has given general satisfaction during the 
experience of the past year, but we now learn with regret that the Chinese 
Government dispute the right of foreigners to trade upon the river, ex- 
cepting at the Consular ports of Chin-kiang-foo, Kiukiang, and Hankow, 
and further wish to establish Custom houses at the two last-named places. 
‘The importance of such a surrender of privileges can scarcely be over- 
estimated, whether the value of the right given up be regarded, or the 
dangerous precedent of yielding up a concession once obtained, to the 
demands of the Chinese. His Excellency Lord Elgin was well aware of 
the advantages to commerce in the arrangements made by Sir Harry 
Parkes under his instructions, as he especially mentions the importance of 
paying the duties at Shanghai or Chin-kiang-foo, go that above that up to 
Hankow ‘the whole coast trade of the river’ might be open to foreign 
enterprise; and it seems needless to point out to your lordship the benefits 
of being able to trade at any place in four hundred and fifty miles of a 
river running throu:h the richest provinces in China, compared with being 
confined to three Consular ports in the same distance, as it is obvious that by 
delivering foreign goods at or near theplace ofconsumption, and by receiving 
teas and other produce at the country of their growth, considerable expense 
in transit is avoided, besides the heavy extortions of the local mandarins. 

he establishment of Custom-houses above Chin-kiang, in place of the 
aysiem now in force, will occasion much delay and trouble to the trader, 
and will add nothing to the revenue of China, while it increases the cost 
of its collection; nor ean it be urged by the Chinese that it is necessary 
to collect foreign duties at Hankow and Kiu-kiang for local purposes, for 
obviously till the opening of the river all the produce from those places 
and manufactures consumed there paid dvty at Shanghai or Canton, so 
that the opening of the river could not deprive them of local revenue 
before enjoyed. 

‘ We now refer to the second point,—viz., the limitation of our right 
to trade in the interior. During the month of May this year a circular 
was sent to the British community at Kiu-kiang by Her Britannic Majesty’s 
Consul there, in which he informed them that Her Majesty's Minister at 
Peking, although admitting the right of British subjects to go into the in- 
terior for trading purposes, decided that while there they could not open 
or rent houses or buildings, or reside permanently, but must live in inns, 
boats, or Chinese houses. 

“Tt might be supposed that the right to trade would include a right to 
do acts mecensaty to conduct such trade, and, without extensive premises, 
to carry on the business of a merchant is manifestly imposible ; but even 
were it not so, the 12th Article of the Treaty expressly states that British 
merchants may purchase or rent land and buildings ‘ whether at the ports 
or other places,’ and thus we can only regard the prohibition of the British 
Minister as directly opposed to this clause of the treaty. The objection to 
foreign merchants holding buildings in the interior, if raised by the Chinese 
authorities, can only arise from a wish to driye them away to the Consular 
Ports, so that the internal trade may continue in the hands of the native 
dealers, whom they ean extort money from more successfully than from 
the foreigner, and from a desire to resume the old exclusive policy of 
China which Western nations have striven so hard to overcome. 

“In calling your lordship’s attention to these two points, which in them- 
selves we regard as of the first importance to our future trade with China, 
we would further respectfully urge, what past experience amply proves, 
that, in dealing with an Asiatic nation like the Chinese, any surrender of 
a right is attributed by them to any cause rather than forbearance on our 

tt, and on that account, if for no other, euch a surrender should never 

made ; and we are of opinion that a firm and decided tone in demand.

At the time of the first China war the property of China merchants was 
sacrificed by a British Commissioner in the vain attempt to avert war 
determined on in their ignorant arrogance by the Chinese Government, 

Of the second China war a somewhat similar statement was made by 
Mr. Gladstone in the House of Commons, which was contradicted in a 
document presented to Earl Russell by the leading China merchants in 
the following terms, which I affirm to be the fact, viz. :—' The war arose 
cut of the case of the lorcha Arrow, with which the merchants had no 
concern.” I may add that in both wars the China merchants bave largely 
sutfered by the destruction of their property, for which they have never 
been fully compensated. With this experience of the first war, it is not 
very likely they would desire a second, ncither did they.— Yours faithfully,

Mr. Magniac’s brief letter received the following reply from 
Mr. A. R. Johnston, Deputy-Superintendent of British Trade 
in China, from 1835 to 1843. Writing on the 2ud of February, 
ke says :— 

Of the episode in the history of British affairs in China to which I fancy 
your correspondent alludes, I think it would be more correct to say that & 
British Commissioner gallantly went to the rescue and identified himself 
with the troubies of his countrymen at a moment to them of extreme 
peril, in order to save them and their property from being sacrificed. 
Whether he was right in doing this has been doubted, but never the fact 
of his doing it. 

‘The feelings of the British Canton merchants at the juncture in question 
are shown by the circumstance that a very great number of them volun- 
tarily handed over to the custody of the Deputy-Commnissioner, or Super. 
intendent of British Trade (as te was then called), all their documents, 
with the property alluded to, at a moment when they with reason felt that 
it was in the greatest danger, that it might be extorted from them under 
peril of their lives, and that they were irretrievably in the Grasp of the 
vindictive Chinese authority Lin. 

Tr was on thie oceasion the Chief Commissioner forced his way through 
the floating barriers surrounding the British factories, and put himself at 
the head of his countrymen, afterwards dealing with their property in the 
way that, under the circumstances, he thought it most wise to do, and by 
this means saving, as I firmly believe he did, the lives of many of his 
countrymen who otherwise would have been sacrificed in hopeless detail 
fats their property and much, if not all, of the property of the remainder 
of them, 

In the opinion of the Home Government the British merchants were 
repaid the computed value of the property given over to the Chinese 
authorities, and in the sequel recovered from these by force of arms. Had 
this transaction not been converted into a national one by the Commi 
sioners’ interference, what would have become of the property the Britis 
merchants had actually begun, through the advice of the Hong merchants, 
to collect for the purpose of offering up ? 

It is only nalural that the China merchants should have considered 
themselves under-compensated for property violently wrested from. them ; 
but, whatever may have been the other offences of ‘the Commissioners, it 
does not appear that they can consistently be accused of sacrificing the 
property of the British merchants in any altempt to avert a war. 


On the 31st January Mr, Autrobus wrote to the editor of 
The Times as follows :— 
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Sir,—In your issue of yesterday’s date you published a memorial to 
Lord Russell from the Chamber of Commerce in Shanghai, and deemed 
the subjects to which that memorial referred of sufficient imj rtance to 
bestow upon them one of your leading articles for the day. In this esti. 
mate of the weightiness of the questions involved, every one who has any 
Personal interest, present or to come, in the China trade, must most fully 
Concur; but it appears to me that some misapprehension exists as to the 
meaning which the memorialists atiach to the “firm and decided tone” 
which they consider « will best preserve that peace which all classes, and 
More especially merchants, are 50 unxious to maintain” and, therefore, 
asa member of one of the firms signing the memorial, and also as the. 
late chairman of the body from which it proceeds, I desire to explain that 
meaning, and to show that, acceding to the request now made is more 
calculated to maintain than to impair the satis factory relations existing. 
between China and this country. 

A now long and costly experience has at last clearly taught us that in 
dealing with Asiatic races “a firm and decided tone ”—a rigid and consis 
tent enforcement of our rights, whether as rulers ur under treaty, 
more conducive to peace and security than to war. 1 am not disp 
maintain thet in China the consistent application of this policy would have 
avoided war in the end, for the pride and arrogacce of the Chinese and 
their contempt of foreigners were such as to ensure the infringement of 
their treaty obligations ; but that the vacillating and inconsistent policy of 
sometimes yielding up treaty rights as_a means of conciliation, a step. 
always misinterpreted in:o ness, and of at other tines applying the 
irritating persuasion of military or naval force, undoubtedly led to the 
ultimate climax of war, is an indisputable fact. 

For the first time, however, in her history, 
and its enforcement at the gates of Peking by the introduciion of the 
foreign representatives to a residence in the capital, and by the accession. 
to power of the peace party under the more enlightened guidance of Prince 
Kung, China may be said to havo been fairly opened to foreign nations, 
and the influence of their Ministers to have been really powerful. 

As an early consequence of this improved state of things, the expedition. 
up the Yang-tse-Kiang, under Admiral Sir James Hope, took place, and 
under his able management, and with the valuable co-operation of Consul,. 
Harry Parkes, the ports of Chinkiang, Kiukiang, and Hankow 
were opened to foreign trade and made consular residences, steps which 
were confirmed by the Chinese Government and the British Minister ; 
and by a wise arrangement that all duties on the river trade should be- 
secured to the Imperial Government by collection at Shanghai, the whole 
river from Chinkiang to Hankow, a distance of 450 miles, was, with the: 
exception of that portion occupied by the rebels (about one-fourth or one- 
third of the whole), opened tlio to trade by the common consent of the 
Chinese and foreign Governments. 

At the same time, in full accordance with both the spirit and the letter 
of the Treaty of Tien-tsin, British merchanis entered into large operations, 
more especially in tea, in the interior of the country, and for these opcra- 
tions they have necessarily purchased or rented extensive premises. The 
whole river thus opened to commerce, and the interior of the country as 
well as the ports accessible to our merchants, the development of trade 
has probably been the most extraordinary ever witnessed in a similar space 
of time, and this notwithstanding the presence of the rebels on a portion. 
of the route. 

‘The increase of the Customs’ revenue at Shanghai, the large amount 
of foreign steam tonnage employed on the river, and the capital invested 
in it are the most convincing proofs of the truth of this remark. 

It is now proposed by the Chinese Government—and the British § 
nister has assented to the proposal—to limit the trade of the Yang-tse- 
Kiang above Chinkiang to the actual ports of Kiu-kiang and Hankow only, 
to establish custom-houses at those ports also, and British subjects are in- 
formed that they may not rent houses or buildings in the interior, but 
must live in inns, boats, or Chinese houses. 

T have always considered it the decided interest of British merchants to- 
support the present system of custom-houses in China under foreign in-- 
spection, not only as affording a valid security for the equal collection of 
but as providing, as is now exemplified in the case of the newly 
disciplined Chinese force at Shanghai and by the powerful squadron fitting © 
out in this country under Captain Sherard Osborn and Mr. Lay, the 

niary means by which a gradual regeneration of the power of the 

Chinese Governmcnt may, it is hoped, be effected ; but I would willingly 

leave it to the intelligence and practical knowledge of Mr. Lay himself 
to decide whether the present restrictions to Kiu-kiang and Hankow, and.

the Imperial Customs’ revenue in the aggregate ; to simplify or to com- 

plicate the Customs’ arrangements all down the Yang-tee-Kiang ; to acee- 

lerate or to retard the full development of commerce between the Chinese 

and foreigners ; and, as to the restriction from renting hovsesin the interior of 
the country, which will completely nullify the most important privilege con- 

ferred by the Treaty of Tien-tsin, let Her Majesty's Government take not 

only the opinion of the Crown lawyers on the legality orillegality of the 

step, but of such men—all now resident in this country—as Sir James. 
Hope, Sir Rutherford Alcock, Sir Harry Parkes, and Mr. Lay, as to- 
whether the step will not, from being retrogressive in its nature, open the 

door to further claims by the Chinese to restrict the free operations of 
British merchants, and 0 pave the way for a renewal of those national dis~ 
putes which by a firm, consistent, and yet conciliatory policy, may for the 
future be avoided. : 

I would wish to do ample justice to the tact with which Mr. Bruce has 
secured the confidence and respect of the Chinese Government, and fully 
recognise the generally satisfactory manner in which, in the face of many 
difficulties, he has acted in the interests of commerce ; but the present 
restrictive alterations bear the appearance of a return to a vacillating line- 
of policy sure to be misinterpreted. ‘These are probably proposed at 
Peking ut the interested instization of the Viceroy, who would receive the

duties at the new custom-houses, and present themselves to my mind, as to 
the Chamber of Commerce at Shanghai, as pregnant with evil for the: 
future. 

Itis not, then, with the object of returning “‘to a system of threats and. 
force,” but, on the contrary, in the interests of an increasing commerce 
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and a settled peace, that the merchants of China advocate “a firm and 
decided tone,”—that is to say, a rigid adherence to our own treaty obli- 

. §ations, and the insistence equally clear and undeviating that the Chinese 
Government shall not withdraw a single of those privileges and rights 
which it bas conferred on British subjects by the treaty of Tien-tsin, and 
the regulations of trade, established since its ratification. 

T earnestly trust, therefore, that Her Majesty's Government may listen 
with favour to the representations which have just arrived from China, 
and that as the “ Revised Regulations of Trade on the Yang-tse-Kiang,” 
close with the words that they “are provisional and open to revision, i 
heceseary,” instructions may be given to Her Majesty's Minister j 
to urge the re-establishment of the system in 
institution.

In reply to this able letter, which states every argument that 
can be urged in favour of the memorial, Mr. Lay writes :— 

Sir,—Mr. Antrobus, with the memorialists who have addressed Earl 
Russell, have apparently quite overlooked the terms of the treaty of Tiea- 
tsin respecting the Yang-tse. According to the 10th Article, — 

“ British merchant ships shall have authority to trade upon the Yang- 

* tse. The upper and lower valley of the river being, however, disturbed 
by outlaws, no port shall be for the present opened to trade, with the 
exception of Chinkiang, which shall be opened in # year from the date 
of the signing of this treaty. 

“So soon as shall have been restored British vessels shall also 
be admitted to trade at such ports, as far as Hankow, not exceeding three 
in number, as the British Minister, after consulation with the Chinese 

of State, may determine shall be ports of entry and discharge. 

‘Thus the right to navigate the river beyond Chinkiang does not 
until the civil war now raging on its banks shall have been suppressed. A 
the instance of Lord Elgin, however, the Chinese Government consented 
to anticipate the period indicated, and the Yang-tse was opened as far as 
Hankow under provisional regulations, the last clause of which was as 

lows : —

jinct provision was made for the modification of the regulations, 
should it become desirable. Are the memorialists, then, warranted in re- 
presenting the change as a “ further restriction of treaty privileges?” I 
submit that they are not. The Chinese Government have not withdrawn 
a privilege conferred by treaty. They might, if they pleased, have closed 
the river until the condition named in the tenth article of the treaty was 
satisfied. But they have stopped far short of this, and have simply made 
an alteration in the provisional regulations, with the consent of our 
Minister. 

I fully concur with Mr. Antrobus in his advocacy of a “ consistent en- 
forcement of treaty rights,” but I do not agree with him and his brother 
merchants that, having obtained a concession over and above what we are 
entitled to by treaty, we should be right in resenting the modification of 
such concession, in accordance with a distinct agreement, as a breach of 
treaty. Is the treaty to be clastic where we are concerned, and to be 
rigidly enforced where the Chinese are concerned ? 

Revenue, I believe, is not the chief motive for the change complained 
of. It is the outrageous conduct of a certain class of Europeans that has 
alarmed the Chinese Govemment for the preservation of order if foreign. 
ers are to have unrestricted access to every town and village throughout 
the length of the river. These persons, when they come to grief, appear 
as British subjects, claiming res at the hands of the Consul; when 
caught red-handed they are not British subjects, but subjects of some 
other Power, and so escape scot fre. ° ° © * © * © 

Thave no hesitation in adding that 1 quite concur in the advantage of 
opening the Yang-tse to unrestricted commerce, and I regret the incon 
venience the new arrangements will entail upon the Customs’ department, 
and possibly, also, the loss of revenue. Still we are bound to consider 
the difficulties of the Government, and ought not to consult solely our 
own profits. My belief is that there would be no great difficulty in in- 
ducing the Chinese to meet the wishes of our merchants, provided they 
obtain adequate guarantees against the abuses now rife upon the river.

Two days afterwards, Mr, Antrobus wrote again to The Times 
in reply to Mr. Lay. The letter is os follows :— 


Sir,—When addressing you on the Slst ult. I was not unaware of, nor 
did I’in the least overlook, as Mr. Lay supposes, the terms of the 10th 
Article of the Treaty of Tien-tsin in reference to trade on the Yang-tse 
tiver. Every one connected with the China trade is cognisant of the fact 
not only that the river Yang-tse was opened to commerce in advance of 
the pesto designated by the treaty, but that when the step was adopted a 
much greater latitude was given than the treaty ided for, in opening 
up the whole of the river between Chinkiang and Hankow, the rebel pos- 
sessions alone excepted; instead of restricting our merchants to a defined 
number of ports. ‘The Chinese Government was astute enough to recog- 
nise the great advantage to itself of having a river daily traversed by 
foreign steamers, on a great portion of which no mandarin fleet at the time 
dared to show its nose, and thus for once, on the judicious and friendly 
application of our authorities, it forestalled the time of granting an advan- 
tage to the foreigner which otherwise, to its own great detriment in leaving 
the rebels in sole possession of the river, might have been indefinitely 








questions, therefore, of now restricting foreign merchants in their 
river trade to a rigid compliance with the treaty, and that of limiting their 
right of tenaney of such warebouscs in the interior of China as may be 
‘essential to their trade there, though both involving more or less the same 
principle of action, so far as we are concemed, stand on very different 





grounds—the one on that of the expediency of not resigning, except on 
weighty considerations, a valuable concession to us on the part of the 
Chi , and the other on the still stro ground of whether we should 
not be yielding up a most important Tight d itinctly conferred upon us by 
treaty, If Mr. Lay will again refer to my letter he will find that I thus 
dealt with the two cases, that I did not designate the modification of a con- 
cession over and above our treaty rights as “a breach of treaty,” and that 
1 was not so unfair as to ask, as implies I do, for nny elasticity of inter- 
pretation or application of the treaty in our own favour; on the contrary, 
1 very clearly laid down that the course which will jstity us in adopting 
“a firm and decided tone,” as advocated by the memorialists in Chit 
that of rigidly adhering to our own treaty obligations and then keeping 
the Chinese without sxocpiisn to theirs. 

Legitimate commerce has often to suffer for the misdeeds of filibustering 
adventurers, and the possible evils which Lord Elgin foreshadowed, as 
quoted by Mr. Lay, are always, no doubt, more or less impending over 
bonest commercial interests in China ; nevertheless, in the face of this, Lord 
Yigin and Mr. Bruce urged and obtained the institution of trade regu- 
‘ations, which threw open “the whole coast trade of the river,” and the 
question now is whether those evils have really become of such magnitude 
as fairly to call for the restrictions now proposed. 

If this be so—and Mr. Lay asserts it is the case—there is much to be 
said in support of the change assented to by our ister in China, greatly 
as it may relay the otherwise rapid development of trade on the Yang-tse. 
I would only remark that the Chamber of Commerce—to the interest of 
whose mem such a state of things is no less adverse than to the Chinese 
Government—does not allude to it as then calling loudly for redress, and 
that 1 have heard nothing from China to that effect myself. 

If our Government could devise the means of establishing any inter 
national court, or any other process, in conjunction with other foreign Powers 
Interested in China, by which the rufians occasionally caught "redchanded ” 
might be-summarily and effectively dealt with, it would confer the greatest 
benefit on all interests in the East, and remove all possible grounds from 
the Chinese for urging that restrictions should be placed on the foreign 
trade. 

















Tam glad to find that, apart from this open question of the amount of 
dangerous and illicit traffic on the Yang-tse, Mr. Lay most satisfactorily 
answers the appeal I made to him as to the undesirableness, in other

To this Mr. Lay rejoined on the 8th inst. :— 

Stm,—In answering Mr. Antrobus's appeal in support of the Memorial 
of the China merchants to Earl Russell I purposely confined myself to 
the point which immediately concerned the Customs’ department. Mr. 
‘Antrobus admits that we have access, as I have shown, to the Yang-tse by 
virtue of a concession (with the right of modification expressly reserved), 
and not by virtue of aright conferred by treaty. This is all that 1 con- 
tend for. But how has it come to pass that the influential body of mer- 
chants have represented the modification as one among ‘further restric- 
tions which the Chinese Government seeks to impose upon our treaty 
rivileges?” Such a representation is in direct conflict with the plain 
guage of the treaty, and I protest against the erroncous impression 
they have conveyed to the British public, 

‘Mr. Antrobus speaks of the ‘expediency of not resigning, except on 
very weighty considerations, a valuable concession.” We extorted from 
the fears of the Chinese—there was no room for the exercise of the im- 
puted astuteness—a concession to which we could not lay claim under our 
treaty, and we eng: to permit them to modify it ‘as, and in whavever 
way, may be judged expedient ;” words which, if they mean anything, 
convey a distinct obligation on our part by which we are bound to abide. 
This is the only ‘ighty consideration” that should influence us ; the 
question of ex] in my humble judgment, inadmissible. 

With regard to the other grievance to which Mr. Antrobus directs my 
attention—namely, “ the limitation of our right of tenancy of warehouses 
in the interior,” I must say there seems to me as little real foundation for 
it as for that preferred in respect of the Yang-tse rules. The 12th article 
of the treaty upon which it is based simply says,— 

“ British subjects, whether at the ports or at other places, desiring to 
build or open houses, warehouses, churches, hospitals, or burial. 
shall make their agreement for the land or buildings they requi 
rates prevailing among the people, equitably, and without exactions on 
either side.” . 

It would not be becoming in me to express an opinion as to whether 
this clause does or does not give the merchant the right to build whereso- 
ever he pleases. Sir F. Bruce seems to think that it does not. But I 
may ask what would be the practical result if the merchants’ interpretation 
of the clause were forthwith acted upon? This, that not a single person 
would venture, in the present disturbed state of the countrygunless, indeed, 
his safety were guaranteed by the presence of British ships of war, to 
build a house or a warehouse and take up his residence in the interior. 
‘The merchants come forward with a grievance which, the treaty right 
admitted, is, by reason of the practical difficulties in the way, in point of 
fact no grievance at all, .

BRITISH INTERVENTION IN CHINA 


(Feb. 5th.) Mr. Disnigct, after glancing at several topics in the 
Queen's Speech, ke as follows :—** But there is one country which is 
not mentioned in the Royal Speech, respecting which I should be glad to 
get some informatio: some particulars as affecting the popular question 
of the day—non-interference—and that is China, 1 wish we had a more 
accurate, or rather, I should say, a more precise idea of what our relations 
are with the Chinese, and what is going on with the Chinese, than seems 
to be in the possession of Parliament, and I wish we could command more 
Imowledge on the subject than is to be obtained from the Speech on the 
table. As fasas I can judge from the communications which arrive by 
every mail, there is constant fighting in China, snd, as far as that fighting 
ia concerned, it appears to be supported in a great degree by our fellow 
subjects. By one mail we learn that a British Admiral is severely wounded. 
Another mail informs us that an English Colonel is killed. A great deal 
of slaughter is occasioned by causes at present unknown to us. But in 
the recess there was a communication made to the public by a member of 
the Gorernment on the subject of China, which was of a very startling 
character. There was a meeting of the Scientific Society, and at this 
Scientific Society there attended some very distinguished officers in Her 
Majesty's service, and these officers informed the meeting that they were 

jing to China, having been engaged by the Emperor of China, and 

ving the privilege of enlisting their fellow subjects to fight in their 
behalf—in fact, another Spanish Legion. This was a communication 
which created a considerable effect, and there seemed some doubt on the 
part of the eminent chairman whether it could be depended upon; 80, 
seeing a member of the Government present, he ventured to appeal to 
that right hon. gentleman whether there was any authority for the stat 
ment made to the meeting, and that right hon. gentleman rose and said it 
was perfectly true; he entirely agreed in the operations and enterprize, 
and he wished all success to. the gallant Englishmen who were enli 
Englishmen to fight for the ‘Tartar dynasty of China, and he trusted that 
they would completely accomplish their objec. We hear, in fact, of 
officers in Her Majesty's service enlisting British subjects, in order to in- 
terfere between the Emperor of China and his rebellious subjects: and I 
want to know whether that is a policy which the House approves, and 
whether they do not think it requires some explanation. Let me remind 
the House that about twenty-five years since our Chinese policy com- 
menced. Thenoble lord, the present First Minister, may be said to be its 
anthor. It began by attempting to put down the Tartar dynasty, and the 
noble lord when informed by the late much respected Sir James 
Graham, then a member of this House, that the population of China was 
considerable, nearly half the population of the globe, and that it was not 
40 very easy to put down a Government commanding resources of such 
magnitude, said it was very true the population consisted of about 
300,000,000, but half the Population consisted of secret societies who were 
not at all aware of the real state of China; that the great bosly of the sub- 
jects of the Emperor of China were discontented with the Government, 
and he was confident they would Lave support of which the Hous> had no 
knowledge, but that the Government was well informed, and the House 
might depend upon it the war would be successful. ‘The war was success- 
fal. It was successful, if it may be called successful, in developing ever 
since these secret societies, which have taken other names familiar to the 
House. Twenty-five years have elapsed. The noble lord who made war 
agaist the Tartar dynasty is now supporting the Tartar dynasty and 
making war against the rebellious subjects of the Emperor of China. We 
hare completdly changed our position. We are making war against the 
Taiping insurrection. There has been a great controversy in this House 
as to the origin of the insurrection. Who are the Taipings? What are 
the Taipings? I maintain that we have nothing to do with the Taipings. 
‘Whether they are patriots, or whether they. are brigands, is nothing to the 
people vf England. The status of the Taipings is a question for China, 
not for England; and if we attempt now in this illegitimate and round- 
about manner to support the Tartar dynasty, we shall ultimately be in- 
volved in another Chinese war for a different object and on a different side 
from that which we have hitherto taken. I say it is a matter of great im- 
portance, at moment when we hear for the first time of reduction of 
public expenditure, that we should not get involved again in Chinese wars, 
‘Chinese wars have been one of the most considerable causes of commercial 
embsrrassment in this country, and have led very much to that increase of 
taxation against which we have heard 20 many rumours lately.”— 
Colonel Srxes made some observations upon the prospects of a supply 
of cotton from India, and upon the state of our relations with China, cen- 
suring in strong terms the moce in which the war in that was 
earriedon. He affirmed that the cost of the position which the English 
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Government hed taker up in China was not less than £1,000,000 per 
annum. — Lord Patwenston, after dwelling on the approaching marriage 
of the Prince of Wales, sud defending the policy of the Government with 
regard.to Greeos aud the lonian Islends, spoke as follows with regard to 
the Chima question, in reply to the leader of the Opposition :—# If there 
are any which anybody wishes to have relating to recent transac 
tions in China there will be no difficulty in producing them. But the 
right hon. gentleman said thet the policy we were pursuing in China was- 
inconsistent with that which we originally followed, and was a policy lead- 
ing us into a Chinese war. The policy we pursued in China from the- 
beginning was to protect our trade and commerce with that country, and 
those who know anything of China will not hesitate to admit that our com-. 
meroe with that country is a most important outlet for the productive in- 
dustry,of these islands, ‘Whence in the outset proceeded the obstructions to 
our commerce in China? From the Heopedial jovernment. It was the duty of 
the Government of this country to wour to remove those obstructions, 
and to insist upon those rights which properly belong to our subjects re- 
sidentin China, At that tise, therefore, we were in conflict with the 
ment.of China. We are no longer in conflict with the Govern- 
ment of China; on the contrary, our Minister and officers there are on 
the most friendly footing with the Government, which, having its eyes 
open to its true interests, seeing that the old prejudices which induced it 
to keep the ‘outside barbarians’ away from the country were illusions, 
now does allit can to promote commercial intercourse with other nations. 
Who now are the obstacles? The Taipings. All the information we 
get from China goes to show that wherever the Taipio; , Peace, com= 
merce, industry, are destroyed. Their course is Taare by murder, by 
bloodshed, by plunder, yy everything that destroys commerce and the 
elements of commerce. But we are not making war against these Taipings 
except so far as this—we require them to respect the neighbourhood 
of those cities in which our commercial establishments are fixed. 
We are withdrawing troops from China instead of sending them 
there. It is true,indeed, that we have authorised British officers to en 
in the service of the Emperor, to organise in his service and his pay certain 
small bodies of men who, by drilling and instructing his troops and his 
navy, may enable him to restore tranquillity in his dominions. You may 
depend upon it that there ia a strong English interest in that, Until 
tranquillity and order are restored in the provinces of China we cannot 
expect that development of British commerce which otherwise could not 
fail to take place. So much for our policy in China, which is not in con- 
tradiction to that we originally acted upon, but is entirely in unison with 
it. The result has shown the success of our policy, because we have con- 
verted an enemy into a friend, a suspicious and jealous people into friendly 
and eager traders,” 





BRITISH OFFICERS IN CHINA.

BRITISH TRADE ON THE YANG.-TSE. 
THE TIMES. 

Twenty-nine of the principal commercial houses in China have signed’ 
a Memorial to Lord Iussell, begging him “to hold a firm and decided 
tone” towards the Chinese Imperial authorities. This is a very serious - 
matter. We cast our eye down the list of names printed on the circular 
copy of this memorial, and we recognise signatures which represent nearly 
the whole body of wealthy and energetic men who have, by all and every 
means necessary to the end, broken down the old moral wall of China. 
Our wars have been, in fact, their wars, our victories have been their 
victories, our occasional defeats have been their defeat Successors of 
the old East India Company, they pushed their traffic silently and sub- 
missively so long as these means served their purpose, but hailed to England 
for ships and armies when their views became more extended and the objects 
within their reach more precious. This important body has instigated 
us to two Chinese wars, of which the cost has pressed heavily upon the 
country. They have been as much our guides and leaders as if we had once 
again incorporateda body ofrolers and dd let them loose to make conquests 
in the East. What paths they have led us through we would rather not at 
this time of day discuss. These powerful and wealthy merchants will more 
safely justify the course through which they have led us by the results 
which have been attained. These have been so enormous that, when we 
contemplate the contrast of Ching as she was and China as she is, we 
rust all believe that, bowever questionable have been some of 
our earlier acts, the ultimate result has been a great good, both to us and 
to the Chinese. Looking at our trade tines Soy we ny admit thet, . 
if these energetic sous of commerce, busy upon the spot, have gathered . 
the first fruits of every victory, yet the wider and the er harvests. have 
been so shared by: the of these islands that every cottage feels the 
bene&t in employ:nent widened and in comforts cheapened. Still, howe 
ever, these are startling words which comm. by this mail from Shengbei, 
especially when backed by the authority of every house upon “the Bund.” 
Up to this time a “firm and decided tone.” towards the Chinese bes 
always meant that we should iosult somebody, or take a city, or burn a 
fleet of war-junka, It behoves us to look: very anxiously at-a-decumeat 
bearing such ominous words. We hope, however, that the entire change 
of circumstances which has taken plaee within the last five years has given 
a pew meaning to an ill-soaading.phrase. These British merchants are 
no longer shut up within their factories at Canton, or timidly building 
counting-bouses on the narrow harbourledge st Hong. Boog They 
have raised and cities in the spots where. it has pleased them to 
fix their tr They bave obtained.a grest- hold. upon t! 
the people. The tea districte-and. the silk. disteiets- are ne longer indié- 
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ferent to the markets of the outer world, and the present race of Chinese, 
content with the balance of trade, with eegeroess our imports from 
Burope and from India, and calculate the duties carefully; even al 
« foreign medicine” should be included among the cargo. The complaint 
now made by the British merchant against the Chinese shows how great 
thas been the advance in a short time. The mighty river Yang-tse, upon 
the waters of which our merchants dared not themselves at a time 
which seems to have been but yesterday, is nom not only mapped 'and 
surveyed, and made as known to science and as free to commerce as the 
‘Thames, but it is held to be an intolerable grievance that the Chinese 
should erect Custom-houses upon its banks, or should restrict Sxporetian 
or importation to any specified port throughout its 3,000 miles of stream. 
Until after the advance to Peking the hopes of our merchants hardly ever 
dared to reach beyond entering some of the forbidden towns, and eatab- 
lishing some direct comrounication with the interior. Now, it is put forward 
by them as a great injury that, although they are allowed to pass at will 
igh any part ofthe Chinese territory, and are free to buy and sell as the; 
puss, yet they are expected either to lodge at a Chinese inn, orto make their 
dwellings, as millions of Chinamen do, in some floating habitation on the 
river or canals, and are not allowed to oscupy any portion of the soil of 
China. ‘These are the two grievances which have been thought of 
sufficient maznitude to produce the very important memorial which we 
publish elsewhere—first, there are Custom-houses on the Yang tse ; and, 
sel merchants may not build or-buy houses. We are by no means 
inclined to underrate the importance of either of these complaints. It 
would undoubtedly contribute greatly to the freedom of our relations with 
the Chinese if all the duties {upon our goods were paid once for all at the 
oatport, and if they then passed free, without hindrance from Custom- 
bouses, through all the inland waters. It is also a fair expectation thst 
with the advance of our commerce British Hongs should arise upon the 
banks of the Yang-tee just as they have risen at Hong Kong and Shanghai. 
There may, indeed, possibly Le something to be said upon the Chinese side 
with respect to the Custom-houses on the Yang-tse, for there may be some 
lack of certainty that a ship which proposes to break bulk some 600 miles uy 
the river has paid quite all its duties at the Custom-house near the mout 
of the river; but the refusal to allow our merchants to occupy houses 
could only be conceived in a grudging and illiberal spirit. These vexations, 
however, are not matters to take a “firm t " about. That “ firm tone” 
policy is a worn-out tradition now. China is passing into another phase 
of existence. The door has been sufficiently opened for the strong tide 
from the West to stream it, and not all the united force of the black-haired 
race of Han will ever be able to shut it again’ Instead of using resolute 
expostulation, it is wiser now to await thecurrent of circumstances which i 
certain to carry us on to the full development of our commercial relation® 
with that part of the world. What China now wants is peace, and, unles® 
at the last extremity, it behoves us not to cramp her movements while ex® 
erting herself to obtain peace... a

The Shanghai Chamber of Commerce has seriously memorialised Earl 
Russell to adopt a firm and decided tone in demanding from the Chinese 
Government as treaty rights certain privileges which the Treaty of Tien- 
tsin not only does not grant, but also guards against. The great complaint 
of these merchants ig, that the “ Chinese Government dispute the right of 
foreigners to trade upon the river, excepting at the consular ports of Chin- 
kiang-foo, Kiu-kiang, and Hankow,” and the only phrase to be found in 
the treaty in their favour is that in the tenth article—“ British merchants 
shall have authority to trade upon the Yang-tse.” Of course, in no 
country could such an agreement be interpreted _as giving a general right 
to trade anywhere and everywhere on the banks of an enormous river; but 
it is also specially mentioned that the trade is only to be carried on “at 
such ports as far as Haukow,, not exceeding three in number, as the 
British Minister, after consultation with the Chinese Secretary of State, 
may determine shall be ports of entry aud discharge.” It is a very serious 
reflection upon the intcllience, the good sense, and the good feeling of 
the British community in China, that, in the face of such explicit language, 
such an unwarranted demand should have been made by the Shepgha; 
merchants, and it is to be hoped it will be repudiated by the more im- 
portant Chamber of Commerce at Hong Kong, as it is certain to be by 
the independent English press of China. The unreasonable demand thus 
made is all the blacker because it follows on a conecssion made in a 
friendly spirit by the Chinese Government, to which it was not at all 
compelled by treaty. It is expressly stated in the tenth article that the 
upper and lower valley of the river, excepting Chin-kiang, are not to be 

ned to British trade while ‘disturbed by outlaws’—that is, the 

ipings; and until **so soon as shall have been restored.” Thus 
it is by mere favour of the Chinese Government that the Shanghai mer- 
chants are trading on the Yang-tse at all, except at Chin-kiang ; bat 
instead of meeting this concession in a proper spitit, they make ita ground 
for new and extravagant demands.—Daity News.

for the contingency of war. They have heard of the destruction of the 
Emperor of China's Summer Palace, and know that Yedo is in a position 

whieh can be commanded by gunboats, They themselves, indeed, hare 
been buying up several powerful European steamers of late, but these are 
not well fitted for any purpose of war except transport. In the event of 
there being a war with the Japanese, whether through their fault or ours, 
it is of importance to have some idea of the amount of force which they 

are able to bring into the field. Mr. Pemberton Hodgson, who from his 
official powition had peculiar opportunities for inquiring Into this matter, 
roughly calculates the entire available force of the empire at nearly threo 
quarters of a million of fighting men. This is probably an under-calcu- 
lation, for the Princes of Kanga, Mito, and Satsuma have between them at 
least 80,000 fighting men, which would add above 50,000 more to the 
number belonging to the first-class Daimios, Thus we have a very for: 
midable force ; and though mere numbersof native troops have never bee 
thought much of in the East, in that sense the Japanese are not Easterns 
atall, and there is little doubt that they will fight to the death, and be 
almost as formidable as European troops.—Daily News.

INTERVENTION IN CHINA. 

Oozr relations with China and the new footing on which we 
are about to stand in that country, demand the earnest attention 
of all who are interested in Eastern politics. We are no longer 
the despised barbarians whose presence in the land was simply 
endured, but not sanctioned, by its rulers. We are now the 
councillors of the Emperor, the supporters of his throne, the 
defenders of Imperial rights. The Court at Peking is not only 
on terms of amity with Great Britain, but Prince Kuna has 
been compelled to seek for our active co-operation in order to 
rid the Spire of the land-pirates who are now rendering it 
desolate. The humility of the Celestials is wonderful; not only 
have they consented to receive British advice, but they are 
willing that their soldiers shall be drilled and led to battle by 
English officers, and that the revenues of China should be ad- 
ministered by English officials, It is well that we should 
thoroughly weigh the exact bearings of our position. Let it 
not be said hereafter that the responsibilities of the under- 
taking and the complications it may involve have come upon us 
unawares, 

Without consent of Parliament, the Government has given 
permission to English officers to serve under the Em- 
Peron and to enlist English mercenaries for the same 
service, and at this very time Captain OsBory is busily 
engaged in beating up recruits, No defensive alliance 
has been entered into with the Imperial Government ; yet we 
are in reality pledged for its protection. And whatever city 
the Taipings may venture to attack in future, they will find 
themselves opposed by Englishmen. Not eighteen months have 
elapsed since Earl Russet instructed Mr. Bruce that pro- 
vision should simply be made for the defence of the Treaty ports, 
that in no case were the Chinese authorities to pay our troops, 
and that “Her Mayzsty’s Government desire to maintain, as 
“ they have done hitherto, neutrality between the two contending 
“ parties in China ;” and only eight months ago our Foreign 
Secretary in his despatches still maintained the policy of non- 
intervention. In official language this policy may be even now 
sanctioned by the Government, but in reality a great change 
has been effected. We have taken up an entirely new position 
with regard to China, we have commenced a mighty enterprise, 
and we have done this without consultation with Parliament. 
The course of policy sanctioned by the Government in this re- 
specs is so serious that it wust speedily form the subject of 

lebate in the lower House, and Mr. Disraz.i has already 
prepared the way by his remarks on the Royal Speech, and 
by the demand for a more precise idea of what our relations 
are with the Chinese, On constitutional grounds, this policy 
is fairly open to discussion, and if taken up as a party question 
the Government will have to prepare for a vigorous attack. 

When Mr. Layarp showed the necessity of preserving the 
‘Treaty ports by ridding the neighbouring territory of the Taiping 
pestilence, and when it was asserted that the action of our military 
authorities was for the defence of British subjects in China, and 
not for the purpose of rendering aid to the EmPERoR, every 
one, with the single exception of Colonel Syxes, felt that the 
case as thus stated was most reasonable, that it was in fact essen- 
tial so to act, if we would preserve our rights and privileges in 
the Flowery Land. It was possible to take the gauge of those 
Operations; but no one can foresee the results likely to flow from 
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the new policy. That the rebellion of the Taipings will be 
destroyed may be r as certein, but what then? Peace 
obtained through the help of the foreigner will entail no trifling 
liabilities on the Imperial Government, and many circumstances 
may arise which will call for direct intervention on the 
part of Great Britain. But while it is acknowledged that we 
shall incur some risk and no slight responsibility by undertaking 
to support the Chinese Government with the aid of English 
officers, it is argued that if we do not thus inte! we shall be 
superseded by other European Powers. Russia is eager for 
direct intervention, and France would be equally willing to 
assume a protectorate over China. So in very self-defence we 
are compelled, itissaid, to come forward, since, as a writer in Black- 
wood's Magazine remarks, “ our commercial interests and revenue 
‘6 are so interwoven with the well-being of China that we cannot 
* afford to wait the time that might elapse before the restoration 
* of order.” The same writer observes, and the aphorism is one 
which cannot be gainsayed, that “the foot of a vigorous 
‘« European nation once planted firmly on the soil of an Eastern 
"© State cannot be withdrawn.” T! is the end to which our 
present policy in China is tending ; ary and administrative 
aid will lead to a protectorate, and a protectorate will ultimately 
involve occupation. Such a result may in the end be an edvan- 
tage to the Chinese and a commercial benefit to ourselves, or it 
may prove an expense and burden to the country. This is a 
question which deserves to be thoroughly ventilated by the press 
and in Parliament, and we are surprised that the allusion in 
Her Maszsty’s Speech to our relations with Japan was not 
followed by a paragraph relative to our position and prospects 








in China. 





BEGULATIONS OF TRADE ON THE YANG- 
, TSE-KIANG. 

Tue publication, a few days since, of the “ Memorial” from 
the British Chamber of Commerce at Shanghai in the columns 
of The Times has created considerable interest, if we may 
judge from the leaders and letters which have appeared on the 
subject, of which the most important will be found in another 
part of our paper. If the merchants at Shanghai were anxious 
to have their views discussed by the London press, their wishes 
must be fully gratified. Enough, and more than enough, has been 
written on the subject, since it is evilent that the whole case 
lies in a nut-shell. Has the Treaty of Tieu-tsin been infringed 
by the restrictions of which the memorialists complain? This 
is the first question which would naturally be asked by a dis- 
interested person, and the answer must be distinctly given in 
the negative. In fact, if the Chinese Government stood upon 
ite rights in the matter, it would be justified in going much 
further than it has gone at present; and when we remember 
the manner in which smuggling has been abetted in years past, 
we cannot wonder at the measures which have been adopted. 

But there are other reazons for the regulations which have given 
so much offence at Shanghai. The Imperial Government is at 
the present time in an abnormal and most critical position, It 
is forced to protect itself against the evils which free trade on 
the Yang-tse would inevitably bring upon it. There are plenty 
of unscrupulous European traders in China whose love of the 
“almighty dollar” would lead them to drive a brisk business 
with the Taipings, at the expense of the Imperialists, This 
has been done, and will continue to be done, despite the vigilance 
of the authorities, but it is too much to expect that the Chinese 
Government should abstain from taking steps to mitigate the 
evil. There is no doubt that this vexatious interference would 
not have occurred if it had not been for the injury entailed by 
these transactions, and our merchants will do well to unite with 
the Chinese Government in assisting to deliver the country from 
these marauders. Granted even that the establishment of the 
Custom-houses, of which the memorialists complain, is a blunder 
on the part of the Imperialists, it is one which they were per- 
fectly at liberty to commit, and “a firm and decided tone” on 
our part on account of such a grievance would be alike ridicu- 
lous and culpable, As far, then, aszthe chief point of the me- 
morial is concerned, we conceive that the merchants have no 
case. The second grievance is more reasonable, inasmuch as it 
is an obvious infringement of a clause in the Treaty which per- 
mits merchants to “purchase or rent land or buildings, whether 
at the ports or other places,” and unless a good reason can be 
shown why that right should be waived for the present, our 
ausronaate should be permitted to exercise the privileges it affords 
them. 
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THE ISTHMUS OF KRAW. 

More than four years have now elapsed since Sir Joun 
Bowemne stated, in a letter to Mr. WISE, that the project of 
uniting the two Bays of Bengal and Siam had for a long while 
occupied his attention, and in his account of Siam he observes 
that if the scheme could be accomplished it would indeed be a 
noble work. We are glad to learn that the King of Sram has 
recently given his formal sanction to the Isthmus of Kraw Rail- 
way, on the ground, as stated by his Prime Minister, that it is 
“connected with the advancement of civilisation.” The report 
and survey of those eminent Indian officers, Captain A. Fraser, 
of the Bengal Engineers, and Captain J. A. Fortone, the 
Executive Engineer of the Tenasseri Provinces, describing 
the route over the Isthmus, will be of great service to the under- 
taking, the further prosecution of which awaits the return of 
the requisite documents from Bangkok. At a recent meeting 
of the Royal Geographical Society, an account of which appears 
in our columns, the subject was once more brought before the 
public, In the month of January, 1859, we expressed in 
strong terms our interest in the project, and during the time 
that has intervened, no argument has been brought forward cal- 
culated to alter our opinion. The objections urged by Mr. 
Crawrurp are comparatively trivial, and even allowing that he 
is correct with regard to the generally safe navigation of the 
Straits of Malacca, the fact still remains that by the ald of the 
railway we should gain at least four days in point of time, a 
boon which is not to be lightly rejecied. No doubt, if the 
scheme can be carried out, Singapore would bea serious sufferer, 
but as the interest of individuals are compelled to give way for 
the public benefit, so also the interests even of such a settlement 
as thet of Singapore must not be placed in competition with a 
project of general utility. 


MR. H. B. LOCH, CB., LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR OF 
THE ISLE OF MAN. 

Qur readers are aware that Mr. H. B. Loch, C.B, has 
been appointed Lieutenant-Governor of the Isle of Man. 
The appointment is designated by The Times as “ a small mark 
of Royal favour bestowed upon a gentleman whose sufferings in 
the prisons of Peking two years ago excited so much sympathy, 
not only by reason of their severity, but also by the gallant 
bearing with which they wore endured.” Although this may be 
a “small favour” in comparison with the merits displayed by Mr. 
Loch, it is, nevertheless, a proof that his services have not been 
forgotten by hiscountry ; and we heartily wish him all happiness 
and prosperity in the quiet but highly honourable office which 
he has been called upon to fill. The Hon. George Waldegrave 
succeeds Mr, Loch as private secretary to Sir George Grey.

The latter is 
a dramatic subject, worked out, it is said, in powerful 
and even harrowing details. Mr. Edward Robert Bulwer 
Lytton, only son of Sir Edward, perhaps better known to some 
of our readers as Owen Meredith, the author of “The Wun- 
derer,” and other poems, has just been appointed Secretary of 
Legation at Copenhagen. Mr. Lytton has been long in the 
diplomatic service, and has served as an attaché at many of 
the Courts of Europe.

Our readers at home and in the Far East will most heartily 
congratulate Vice-Admiral Sir Michael Seymour, G.C.B, on the 
appointment just bestowed on him as Commander-iu-Chief at, 
Portsmouth. This is a fitting acknowledgment of his untiring 
zeal and ability in conducting the war in China, and a distinct 
avowal on the part of Government as to their opinion on the 
charges made against him by Lord Elgin. Captain W. K. Hall, 
C.B, will hold the post of flag captain, in which capacity he 
ably seconded the Admiral in China. 

As Vice-Admiral the Hon. Sir F. G. Grey has expressed a desire to 
seek for parliamentary honours, in preference to the very attractive and 
important post of Commander-in-Chief in the Mediterranean, it is con- 
fidently expected that Sir W. F. Martin's successor will be Sir James 
Hope, K.C.B.; but as Rear-Admsiral Codrington, the Superintendent 
of Malta Dockyard, whose time does not expire until next July, is senior 
to Sir James, it is not improbable that Sir William Martin may hold the 
appointment for a few months beyond his allotted time. 

Captain the Hon. Swynfen Thomas Carnegie, C.B., now in command 
of the Colossus, Coastguard ship, in Portland Roads, has been appointed 
Controier General of the Cosiguard, vie Commodore Yelverton, pro- 
moted. 

The command of the 2nd Infantry Brigade at Aldershot, vacant by 
Brigadier.General Brown's appointment tu China, will in all probability 
be filled by Brigadier-General Bates, late of the 98th and now commanding 
the 2nd Brigade at Malta. 

It is rumoured that Lieutenant-General Sir John Pennefather, who has 
been in bad health, is not unlikely to resign the Aldershot command be- 
fore long, and Lieutenant-General Sir Richard Airey is spoken of as his 
probable successor. The name of Lieutenant-General Cameron, about to 
return from New Zealand, has been also mentioned in connection with the 
anticipated vacancy. 

No successor to Lieutenant-General Cameron in New Zealand has yet 
been selected. A new arrangement respecting the Australian Staff is 
about to be made. The Major-General commanding the troops will be 
in New Zealand, and a Brigadier-General under him at Melbourne. 
Several minor changes in the way of reduction will ensue, the Divisional 
Staff at Melbourne coming down to the dimensions of a Brigade Staff.

The Urgent, iton screw troopship, lately paid out of commission at 
Portsmouth, on her return from service in China, has been placed in 
dock at Portsmouth and her bottom found to be covered with barnacles 
and other marine adhesions. The Urgent had been previously, during 
the term of her commission, carefully coated over her bottom with various 
so-called patent preservative compositions. The result has only been to 
coat her bottom with shell matter and weeds more plentifully than could 
possibly have been the case without them. 


TELEGRAPH FROM MOSCOW TO THE PACIFIC. 
The Times’ correspondent at San Francisco writes :— 


A subject of much interest to England is the telegraph line now being 
constructed by the Russians from Moscow to the Pacitic. The line runs 
through Siberia and comes down the Amoor river to its mouth, From the

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‘Another route spoken of is to carry the wires from one of the Aleutians 
to Cape ‘awake, and thenee by ‘subnotrine eable to the mouth of the Co- 
lumbia river; #0 that, as many of our kind neighbours would: much like,

If this be 80, it indicates 
achange of purpose, for the intention certainly was to extend the line to 
Oregon, so as communicate with San Fransisco; and the American Go- 
vernment very naturally took a warm interest in the project, offered every 
assistance towards its completion, and in the last session procured an “ “ 
propriation” of money to defray the expense of making a survey of 1 
Marine portion of the line, and offered to the Russian Government the use 
of one or more men-ofwar for the purposes of such survey. ; 
The completion of this line would, it is supposed, obviate the necessity 
of the “ Atlantic line,” 20 long attempted, or at any rate discourage or 
Prevent its completion. It would certainly appear as if it would take the 
Wind out of the sails of the Atlantic Company and mar their project. 
The Russian line would work thus:—A my from London or New 
York for San Francisco would be sent to St. Petersburg by the present 
telegraph, and the latter would be forwarded via San Francisco, if for 
New York. Its other operations any one can work out. I see it stated 
that communication by electric. telegraph has already been established be.

Mr. Joun Crawrunp, F.R.G.&:, observed that the so-called Patch- 
kau River, which was said to be navigable for fifteen miles, was simply an 
estuary of the sea, with a of four or fire fathoms for half the distance, 
and of but a fathom and a! fer the remainder. Then at the eastern 
terminus of the 'd railway there wae no harbour, and the shore was 
moreover exposed to the north-eastem monsoon. With these disadvan- 
tages the route in question would never serve as the transit for the great 
trade between Europe, India, and China. Nor, if practicable, would the 
small saving of time:to be gained justify the great outlay that must be in- 
curred. In reply to the alleged dangerous navigation ot the Straite of 
Malacca, Mr. Crawfurd stated that during @ period of eighteen years the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company had lost only two ships in the Straits, 
and that arose from a collision in the dark; that out of three hundred 
voyages made by steamers from Calcutta and Bombey, not a single remel 
had been lost; and that no instance bad of the loss of any of 
Her Majesty's steamers, nor of ay of the vessels despatched fortnightly 
by the Dutch Government, which had passed through these Straits. 

Captain ANDEUSoN said that the navigation of the Straits was not dan- 
gerous, as far as the harbours are concemed. He had navigated the Straits 
thirty-seven times, and had never met with a single accident. He, too, 
thought the proposed route across the Isthmus of Kraw not desirable in a 
national point of view, and certainly not equal to other routes which had 
been projected overland with the view of opening up a more direct eom- 
munication with China, either from Eastem Pegu or by way of the 
Irrawaddy. 

After a short allusion to the inland sea of Japan, Mr. OLIPHANT gave an 
account of a visit to Tsusima, an island lying midway in the Straite of the 
Corea. Fatchio, the capital, is Siuated ‘on the east coast. It contains 
10,000 inhabitants. The Prince's Palace is situated near the town. He 
is absolute proprietor of the island, and has a monopoly of the transit trade 
between the Corea and Japan, which consists chiefly in tiger skins, hi 
rice, silver, and gold. The island is about 40 miles long, from 8 to 10 
broad, and contains a population of 30,000. It is hilly, the highest peaks 
attaining an elevation of upwards of 2,000 feet ; they are heavily timbered. 
The island is almost bisected by adeep sound, from which numerous dee] 
fiords diverge. The fleets of the world might be concealed in this Tabyrinth 
of inland waters. As yet cur knowledge of the interior of the island is 
very limited. Its position between Corea and Japan renders it important, 

e PaesiDENT complimented Mr. Oliphant upon having had the zeal 
to make this exploration while still suffering from the wounds he had 
received in Japan, and congratulated the country upon possessing diplo« 
‘matists who thus combined a willingness for scientific exploration with the 

formance of their political duties. 

Sir Rurnenrorp Atcock, F.R.G. tated that the island of Tsusima 
was of some interest to him when he Japan, from the proceedings 
of the Russians in that quarter. It was known that they had for some 
time made it a sort of naval port for carrying out most extensive repai 
to their ships; and it was therefore desirable to ascertain whether the 
island enjoyed advantages which might be fairly shared by other nations. 
The reports which had been received convi him that there is no part 
of the Chinese seas which could be chosen with so much advantage as this 
magnificent harbour in an unfrozen sea, capable of being made defensible 
against attack, and of serving as a place of resort for flects in distress. Sir 
Rutherford then called a'tention to a series of charts and maps on the 
table, including a topographical plan of the city of Yedo, which had been 
executed by natives of Japan, and brought from Yedo by Lady Franklin 
He next dwelt particularly upon the extraordinary accuracy of these maj 
and charts, stating that Captain Ward, of the Acteon, found that the 
utmost reliance could be placed upon them, and that his own labours in 
surveying were very much abridged in conseq} He mentioned in 
the highest terms the wonderful industry, ingenuity, and pel 
the Japanese ; and observed that, by the side of a material civilisation 
h rivalled that of European nations, there flourished a rampant 
feudalism such as that which existed in this country a thousand yearsago, 
and which formed the great stumbling-block in our dealings with these 
people, 

Captain Buttock, R.N., said he could bear personal testimony to the 
extreme beanty and correctness of the Japanese charts; every mountain 
Tange, every valley and post-road, was delineated with the utmost fidelity. 
Tt was not igo much to say that the charts obtained by Captain Ward had 
been the means of enabling us to anticipate the survey of the Japanese 
Coasts b: least twenty years. In reply to a question as to how the 
Japanese effected these surveys, Captain Bullock said the native officers 
who accompanied the surveying expedition repudiated any connection 
With either the Jesuits or the Dutch ; but they told him that in the middle 
Of the last century a ruined merchant, having gained some acquaintance 
with the use of mayhematical instruments from Europeans, undertook the 
Survey of the islands, and was occupied fifty years in the work ; at the end 
of which period, having presented the charts to the Government, be was 
Festored to his former wealth and honours. 

Captain Matcoum, R.E., #.R.G.S., said, when he was in Japan he 
made the acquaintance of Colonel Siebold, of the Dutch Engineers, who

‘Ihe defendants’ case was that the master was entrusted 
to bring the ship to England for the purposes of sale only, and that he was 
exceeding his authority, and acting in direct opposition to the views of the 
owners in chartering her to Ceylon. The great inconvenience to the 
defendants, who had undertaken to sail the ship on the 15th, and:entered 
into engagements with passengers, was also urged as a reason against 
granting the injunction ; while the plaintiffs, it was said, could easily find 
some other vessel for carrying their coals to Ceylon.

Continental Enteligence. 


FRANCE. 

The position of the French in Cochin-China is by no means 
secure. On the 17th December the people round Saigon rose 
and attacked the garrison, penetrating into the interior of the 
fort. They were repulsed at last, but not a Frenchman re- 
mained unwounded. The Annamites fought with incredible 
boldness. They left a number of killed on the field, and more 
than 2,000 prisoners. According to another report the An- 
namites left 3,000 dead upon the field. Ten days afterwards 
they attacked Mytho, but were driven off with a loss of 225 
then. 

The latest news states that Admiral Bonard did not doubt 
that a vigorous suppression of the insurrection would have an 
influence upon the Government at Hué favourable to the main- 
tenance of peace. He had entered into negotiations with the 
Annawite Minister in reference to the settlement of some of 
the details and the ratification of the Treaty of Saigon, which 
it is proposed shall take place at Hué. The difficulties likely 
to attend the execution of the Treaty threaten to be very great. 
On Dec. 15 a General, sent by the King of Annan, arrived at 
Saigon with a letter from his Sovereign, in which Tu Duc declared 
that it was impossible for him to adhere to the Treaty, as far as 
regarded the cession of the three provinces of Lower Cochin- 
China, and tho liberty of navigation to French vessels of war on 
the river. He promised to allow the establishment of one or 
two factories on points which he would indicate, and to pay the 
indemnity at the periods agreed on. 

La France announces the departure from Toulon this 
morning of 700 men for Alexandria, upon their way to Cochin- 
China. 

A lettcr from Lyons states that a first cargo of silk has 
arrived there from Japan. It reached Europe, not by the 
Chinese scas and India, but by the Pacific and the Isthmus of 
Panama, The silk crossed the Isthmus by railway, and was 
again embarked on the Atlantic, whence it arrived, taking an

HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AmprErDaM,.Feb, 6. 
Your readers who take am interest in the affairs: of 
Holland will not fail to learn with satisfaction that the 
great and absorbing topic that has been agitating the public 
mind for the last ten years has been defizitively put to rest, the 
Firet Chamber of the States-General: having passed what is 
here called, “the Water Roads Bill,” by a majority of twelve;

Of the measure, and twelve against it, Three members were 
wevoidably absent from illness, The Bill reesived immodiately 





the Royal Assent, and is now become law. Iu avery part of 
the country the joyful intelligence was received with nnmis- 
takable-feelings of satisfaction, and everywhere public demon- 
strations were made. But perhaps the greatest. enthusiasm of 
all was evinced iu this city, where the bells of all the churches 
wera set ringing, cannon fired, wreaths of evergreens suspended 
across the principal streets, and scarcely a house in the whole 
city that was not decorated with the national flag. In the 
evening bonfires illuminated the larger squares and market- 
places, and a procession of several thousand gentlemen and 
householders, each carrying a torch or Chincsc lantern of 
coloured paper, preceded by a band of music, and accompanied 
by the members of the two Choral Unions, perambulated tho 
streets and performed a serenade before the residenco of tho 
very popular Burgomaster and that of Mr. Jacycr, the conces- 
sionary of the Great Ship Canal, amidst the deafening shouts of 
the assembled thousands. 

Another important piece of intelligence is that the appoint- 
ment of Colonial Minister, vacant by the resignation of Mr. 
Uhlenbeck, and held provisionally by Mr. Betz, the Finance 
Minister, has been given to Mr. J. D. Fransen van de Putte, 
one of the members for Rotterdam in the Second Chamber of 
the States-General. The new Minister is kuown as a decided 
Liberal and thorough-going free-trader, as well as a man of 
business, and of great experience in colonial affairs. This ap- 
pointment has everywhere been received with expressions of 
great satisfaction, and cannot but prove a valuable acquisition 
to Mr. Thorbecke’s Liberal Cabinct. 

The voyage of the fifteen young Japanese, who are about to 
visit this country for their education, may justly be called 
an instance of the pursuit of knowledge under difficulties. 
They sailed on the 2nd of November in the Calypso, from Na- 
gasaki, which vessel was wrecked in the Straits of Banka, but all 
the passengers were saved. Intelligence has now been received in 
this country that they were afterwards attacked by some of the 
numerous pirates infesting those waters, but succeeded in 
driving them off after a severe fight. This, however, I am 
unable to state as a fact, but merely mention it as I 
heard it, though it is generally belicved to be true, However 
that may be, on the 15th of December the two priucipal officers 
of the party—both Daimios—arrived by the mail steamer at 
Batavia, and accompanied by Mr. Basslé, formerly one of the 
principal officers of the late Dutch factory at Decima, procecded 
to Buitenzorg to pay their respects to H. the Governor- 
General. Several of these young men were former pupils of 
Capt. Huyssen van Kattondyke (the present Minister of the 
Naval Department) when he was in Japan, of Dr. Pompe van 
Meerderveort, who has been so successful in organising the 
medical service and establishing a public hospital at Nagasaki, 
and of the distinguished naturalist Col. von Sicbold, whom I 
mentioncd in my last letter as having just returned from Japan. 
These young Japanese are to reside for some years in Holland 
at their own expense, and for that purpose are accredited for a 
large amount with the Netherlands Trading Company. From 
a private letter from Batavia that I have just perused, I learn 
that they have now taken their passage in the Dutch ship 
Ternate, of Rotterdam, Captain Cars, with which vessel they 
may be expected to arrive in this country in about a month, 

There have been very severe storms here since the departure 
of the last mail, which did a vast deal of destruction to the 
dykes, the shipping, and private property all round the coast 
and islands. At Rotterdam the whole city was for four whole 
consecutive days completely under water, and an East India- 
man, the Admiral van Wassenaer, loading in the Haringvliet for 
Batavia, was capsized at her moorings by a violent aud sudden 
gust of wind. Ina letter from Kampen, giving a description 
of the storm, it is stated that no less than twenty-five millions 
of cut and dried sods of turf were carried away by the sea, 
causing a loss to the inhabitants of more than 100,000: 
florins, 

By the last overland mail’ we Jearn that the customs duties 
paid in Java and Madura during the month of October amounted 
to 1,105,850 fl, and for the first ten months of last year 
8,817,568 f., being 771,596 fl. less than the previous one, aud 
423,460 fi. less than in 1860.

Mr. R. H. Th. Friederich, who has been so successful in 
collecting and deciphering ancient inscriptions in Java and 
Bali, and who has been spending the last three months in this 
country on leave of absence, is about to return to India to pro- 
secute his explorations, and will embark at Rotterdam on the 
8th inst. on board the Hebe, Capt. A. H. Kiel, for Butavia. 
Four of the most intelligent non-commissioned officers from 
the East India depot at Harderwyk are under orders to accom- 
pany and assist him in his researches, to qualify themselves for 
which duty they have been undergoing a course of instruction 
at Leyden in copying inscriptions in the Museum of that Uni- 
versity. 

On the recommendation of the Colonial Department, the 
King lias fixed the contingent required to fill up the vacancies 
in the East India Army during the present year at six hundred 
men, who will be sent out in detachments of about a hundred 
each in chartered transports, as hitherto, under the command 
of officers returning to India from leave of absence to this 
country. The number for each branch of the service will be 
as follows :—265 for the infantry, 160 for the cavalry, and 175 
for the artillery. 

As an evcut that but seldom occurs, I may here mention that 
on the 1st inst, the eminent shipowning firm of J. Salm and 
Meyer celebrated the hundredth auniversary of their establish- 
ment in this city. Mr. J. Terlet, one of the present partners, 
has becn a member of the firm for the last sixty years. 

Accounts have been received here that the Stad Leyden, 
Capt. J.C. van de Poll, hence to Samarang, put in to Bahia 
‘on the 15th December for repairs, having carried away her 
mizen mast, and suffered other damage. The captain writes 
that the vessel will not be required to discharge her cargo, 
as the hull is perfectly uninjured. Passengers and crey all 
well. 

A letter from Sourabaya of the 29th of November last states 
that the hull of H.N. ML, first class paddle steamer Geduh, 
cight guns, has been sold by public auction for 9,300 florins, 
whilst the two boilers and a funnel belonging to the same ill- 
fated vessel fetched 5,070 florins. 

The number of vessels that have arrived in this country 
during the month of January from Netherlands India amounted 
to 53 (against 14 in December, 10 in November, and 48 in 
October), of which 27 discharged their cargoes at Amsterdam, 
19 at Rotterdam, 2 at Dordrecht, 1 at Middleburg, 1 at Schie- 
dam, and 2 at Zieriksee. 
company, and fiftecn for private merchants. Forty-one came 
from Batavia, one from Passaroeang, two from Tjilatjap, three 
from Samarang, one from Patjitan, and five from Padang. 

H.N. M. screw corvette Bali, 10, Lieut. Palm, which left 
Batavia for this country on the 30th of November, has not yet 
arrived, but may be expected about the end of this month. 
She is under orders to go to Helvoetsluys. 

Captain-Lieut. Wichers is appointed to the command of the 
first class paddlewheel steamer Ardjoeno, 8, ordered to be com- 
missioned in May, Lieut. N. M. J, Krocf is to be her First 
Lieutenant. 

The second class screw corvette Groningen, 14, returned last 
summer from the East India station, is still undergoing repairs 
at Nieuwe Deep. She was built at Kinderdyke in 1857.

down fora new paddle steamer with engines of 300-horse 
power, which, when finished, is intended to relieve as guardahip 
at Nieuwe Deep the third class paddle steamer Cycloop, 6, no 
longer considered sea worthy. Captain H. Camp, now in com- 
mard of the Cycloop, will be relieved in May, his period of ser- 
vico having then expired. His successor has not yet been 
appointed, but in naval circles it is expected that the command 
will be given to Captain G. C. C. Pels Rycken, R.N. 

Accounts from Brussels inform us that the King of the Bel- 
gians has undergone a fresh operation, which was successfully 
performed by Professor Langenbeck, who was seut for from 
Berlin a second time. It is not stated what induced the King 
to discard the celebrated French operator Dr. Civiale, who was 
so successful last summer. These medical gentlemen on the 
Continent appear to be quite aware of the value of money, the 
above-mentioned Dr. Civiale having charged a fee of 100,000 
francs (£400) for performing two operations, in addition to which 
he modestly claims the sum of 50,000 francs more (£200) for 
travelling expenses from Paris to Brussels and back, though it is 
difficult to understand how he can make up such a sum, when 
any other traveller can perform the same journey by the rail- 
way in eight hours, at a cost of less than £2, in a first-class 
carriage, and the same back. Besides, it must be remembered 
that Dr, Civiale had free quarters at the Royal Palace during 
his stay at Brussels, and “ fared sumptuously every day” at the 
King’s expense. And, finally, it may be mentioned that in 
addition to his fec he received the honorary distinction of be- 
coming a chevalier of the Belgium Order of Leopold, so that, 
on the whole, his pretensions may be considered as somewhat 
of an exaggerated nature.

COMMERCIAL. 

Corree.—During the first week of the past fortnight this article was 
rather quiet, though prices were well supported ; but in the course of last 
week a favourable reaction has taken place, and the dealings have 
very considerable both here and at Rotterdam. Among the sales may 
be mentioned 1,400 bags of Padang, ex Celeritas, at 45} cents, and 
bags of ditto, ex ‘Paul Johan, at same price ; 8,200 bags of Java, ex Z. A. 
Bang, at 454 to 46 for good ordinary, and ‘50 for fine blue; 13,100 bags 
of Sumatra, ex Noach, trom Padang, at 44} to 45; 3,200 bags of Java, 
ex Kosmopoliet, at 46 for good ordinary to 51 for fine blue; and 2,500 
bags of Padang, ex Celeritas, at 45} cents. At the company’s sale of 
829 bags and 119 casks of Ceylon, the following prices were obtained :— 
Plantation 47 to 524 cents; Peaberry 53; broken 41 to 47; and native 
43 to 43} cents. At another sale for private account 2,051 bags of 
Sumatra were brought to the hammer, and No. I realised 36 to 365 
cents ; No. 2 87} to 88 ; and Nos. 3 and 4 36 to 364 cents. 

The Dutch Trading Company have announced their Spring sale to 
take place on the 18th of March next; the quantity offered will he altogether 
411,000 bags, viz., 395,000 of Java, and 16,000 of Sumatra. The samples 
will be on show on the 20th inst., when the valuations will be made by 
the brokers. ‘The company give the usual promise not to bring any more 
coffee for sale before their Autumnal auction, except such sea-damaged 
parcels as might spoil by being kept in warehouse. Last years’ Spring 
sale contained 419,730 bags, and the price obtained for good ordinary 
Java was then 44} cents. The deliveries of Coffee in January were 
29,272 bags, against 11,345, last year, and 17,741 in 1861. The pre- 
sent disposable stocks are 92,222 bags, against 60,025 last year, and 
181,634 in 1861. ‘The unsold stocks in the company's warehouscs now 
are 447,273 bags (including the above 411,000 for the March sale), 
against 383,318 last year, and 355,200 in 1861. 

‘Tea.—The public sale of tea mentioned in last report went off ut higher 
prices, the Souchong realising 188 to 191 cents, and the fine flowery 
Pekoe 248 to 250, which is considerably above the valuations of the brokers 
according to the state of the market then. All was sold but two lots. A 
cargo from China to Rotterdam has arrived in the channel, and may be 
expected in a few days. 

Svoar.—The operations in the raw article have been extremely limited, 
and former prices but feebly supported. Among the few sales reported 
were 250 kranjangs of Java, No. 9, and 248 kranjangs of Surabaya, No. 
11, ex Oscar, at secret prices. On the other hand some considerable 
purchases have been made of refined goods at better prices, chiefly ASR 
and W and Z for delivery in March. Refiners, however, are reluctant to 
sell at present rates and demand a higher figure. On the whole the 
market is decidedly firmer than a fortnight ago. 

Rice continues in a favourable condition. 10,000 more bags of the 
beautiful cargo of Java table rice per Wave Queen (of which in last report 
T stated that 1,500 bags had been rold at 17} fl. ) have since been purchased 
at 173 4., and the importers now demand 188. for the rest. All parcels of 
fine Java are much sought after, but difficult to obtain, as the stocks are so 
greatly reduced. 

Spices.—Java cinnamon No. 3 finds willing purchasers at 72 cents. 
No. 1 nutmegs of 1861 have been done at 62 cents, but on the whole the 
market is feeble and without animation. 

RatTaws are in demand. Among the sales by importers are 900 
bundles ex Paul Johan, 3,106 ex Franz and Elise, and 600 ex L, A. 
Bang. Better prices were paid, 
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Cassta VERA also in request, anda trifle higher. 220 chests ex Noac* 


were sold by importers. 

‘Tonacco calm, but prices well supported. Some public sales are 
advertised for next week, and will contain 2,920 bales of Java of the 
following marks : —Bondowosso, Bezoekie, Limburg, WCoJ, A with an 
L in it, DP and JAB; also 581 bales of the mark PR; and at Rotterdam 
231 bales of Java marked Lomadjang, 7 do. V., 187 do. VDZ, 62 de. 
Tanl, 230 do. Banteng, 80 do. VA, 140 do. Stoll, 292 do. Wonosari, and 
331 do. P. The stock of Java (including the above for sale) is 3,886 
bales.

BRITISH AID TO CHINA. 
‘The Englishman of India writes :—*When noticing, some days ago, the 
extensive despatch of the materials of war to China on account of the 
Government of that empire, we ventured on a remark to the effect that, as 
a hundred and fifty thousand rounds of ball ammunition were about to be 
sent round, the authorities here might as well, whilst their hands are in, 
make it an even million, for all of which amount, we observed, the ne- 
cessity would almost certainly arise. It a that, large as then 
appeared the stretch of our imagination, it fell short of the requirements 
that seem to have since arisen, as the fact now is that enormous amount of 
two million of idges are to be sent from the Fort William arsenal to 
the scene of hostilities in China, In addition to this, and to facilitate the 
Proper lodgment of the bullets among the Taipings, a further ropply of 
‘muskets, in addition to those already sent to or left in China, will be sent 
from Fort William, to the amount of six or eight thousand stand of arms. 
Those who may be anxious about the fi transactions connected with 
this extensive sale of arms and ammunition to the Celestial Government 
will be glad to hear that, in the first place, the arms are obsolete and posi- 
tively useless to us; and in the second place, that not a single musket or 
car‘ridge has been, or will be, despatched from this country for China, 
without the Chinese Government first paying, through its agents in 
Calcutta, for everything supplied, and all contingent expenses incurred by 
packing, ‘&c. Hitherto payment has been made here punctually and in 
full; and there is every prospect of its being continued. The fact is, that 
arms and ammunition supplied by the British Government to that of 
China will, if well and effectually used, not only amply pay for themselves, 
but still further enrich the Chinese Government; as with victory over the 
rebels will come peace and order, and with them production, trade, and 
revenue. In this way both parties to these ammunition bargains will be 
benefited ; we part with what we don't want, for ready money; and the 
Chinese receive what they do want, paying for the same. Thus, the pro- 
bability of quarrels hereafter is prevented. As we have before remarked, 
people in England will be rather surprised to hear, by degrees, how we 
are getting deeper and deeper into this Chinese business, the steady in- 
crease of which we here have watched from the commencement with no 
‘small interest and curiosity, the more intense as we have not been able to 
find out exactly who the moving and directing genius in the whole 
matter is.”

‘THE VICTORIA CROSS. 

The Queen has been graciously pleased to signify her intention to confer 
the decoration ofthe Victoria Cross on the undermentioned seaman of the 
Royal Navy, whose claim to the same has been submitted for Her Majesty's 
approval, for his gallant conduct at the capture of Fung-wha, in China, a3 
recorded against his name, viz. :— 

George Hinckley, able seaman of Her Majesty's sloop Sphinz.—For 
volunteering, while under the east of the city of Fung-wha, to carry 
to a joss house, 150 yards distant, under a heavy and continuous fire of 
musketry, gingalls and stink-pots, Mr. Coker, master’s assistant of the 
Sphinz, who had been wounded in the advance to the gate; in which 
object Hinckley succeeded. On his return to the gate, under a sit 
fire, he again volunteered, and succeeded in carrying to the joss house Mr. 
Bremen, an officer of Ward’s force, who had been also wounded in the 
advance on the gate ; and he again returned to his post under the gate.

“ British Consulate, Shanghai, Nov. 19, 1862. 

“ Sir,—1 have the honour to inform that a large force of rebels left 
Soochow, Hangchow, and Hoochow, beaded by the Ting Wang, Mu 
Wang, and Ha Wang, for the purpose of attempting the re-capture of 
Kahding and Tsinpo, and taking if possible Sung Keong, Shanghai, and 
Paushun. They were to have awembled at Na-ziang, and thence marched 
in three separate divisions on the above-named enterprise. Information 
being received that a large portion of this force bad already reached 
Wangdo, between Tsingpo and Kahding, the Governor of the province 
marched ‘againat them from this city in person, and Colonel Burgovine, 
with a force of some 1,500 disciplined Chinese, simultaneously left Sun; 
Keong for Tsingzo. Both parties fell in with the rebel force on the 16th 
inat., and after a bard fight of some hours the main body of rebels were 
dislodged from their position in a strong stockade by Colonel Burgovine,

The eighteen cargo boats building at the yard of Mr. Charles 
Lungley, on Thames, under the superintendence of Captain 
Maxton, late of the Falcon, will be shortly finished and’ de- 
spatched to Shanghai. They are intended for the Yang-tse, and: 
will be towed, after the style of similar boats on the up rivers. 
in India. 

Intelligence has becn received at Lloyd’s of the loss of the 
Tung-yu in the Yang-tse. Seventy tons of cargo are reported 
as saved, 

A uaumber of articles, marked Bussorah, have been washed 
up on the island of Islay. The steamer Bussorah, belonging 
to the Burmah Steam Navigation Company, left the Clyde on 
the 15th January, and there is no doubt but this vessel has been 
wrecked. She was a new vessel, and intended to augment tho 
company’s fleet in their extended operations with Singapore, &c., 
an account of which we lately published. 

The biddings for 60,00,000 rupees in bills on India took 
place at the Bank of England. The proportions allotted were : 
to Calcutta, 34,50,000 rupees; to Bombay, 24,00,000 rupees ; 
and to Madras, 1,50,000 rupees, The declared minimum price 
was as before, viz. 1s. 112d. per rupee on Calcutta, and 2s. on 
Bombay and Madras. The applications within the limits were 
for about 170 lacs. Tenders on Calcutta at 1s. 11gd. will 
receive about 78 per cent., and above that price in full; on 
Bombay at 2s. will receive about 10 per cent., and above that 
price in full; on Madras at 2s, will receive in full. 

At the meeting of the Mediterranean Extens‘on Telegraph 
Company a dividend of 3s., free of income-tax, on the original 
shares was recommended and agreed to, in addition to the usual 
payment on the preference shares. An amendment in favour 
of the payment of 3s. Gd. in the former case was lost, 

The half-yearly mecting of the Telegraph to India Company 
took place on the 2nd, when the directors’ report was agreed to, 
an amendment in favour of winding-up the undertaking being 
lost. 

The following is extracted from the Report : 

“The shareholders were informed at the late special general meeting 
on December 12th that the Government had decided to retain in their 
own hands the construction of the Persian Gulf line ; and that under these 
circumstances the directors recommended the shareholders to maintain

riod the directors have found it necessary to discontinue 
for the present the station at Jubal, on account of the risk which was con- 
sidered by the Pevinsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company to 
attend their vessels calling for telegrams. Under these circumstances the 
directors considered it the best course in the interests of the company to 
make arrangements with Messrs, Glass, Elliot, and Co., the lessees of the 
Malta and Alexandria cable, for working the Alexandria and Suez line 
for four years, from Ist January, under which the line is to be worked and 
maintained in good condition, Without any charge upon the company, by 
the lessees, who are {o pay the company, so long as the Malta and Alex- 
andria cable continues in working order, £2,500 a year during the term of 
the lease. This will enable the board, unless any unforeieen accident 
arises, to pay a dividend to the shareholders during the next four years of 
from 4 to 5 per cent. per annum. 

“The Board have not been unmindful of the interest of the shareholders 
in regard to the Persian Gulf Telegraph ; they have applied for and obtained 
the sanction of His Highness the Viceroy of Egypt to construct a line to 
El Arish, with a view to completing the further communication to Beyrout, 
Iscanderoon, or Alleppo, and so connecting this company's line with Con- 
stantinople by one about to be constructed by the Ottoman Government 
from Diarbekir, on the direct line from Constantinople to India, and also 
by the Persian Gulf Telegraph with India, by which means a portion, 
and in case of accident to ake line, the mbole, of the I and 
China messages wil throu, company's lines. ait 

“The Board consider that this short and inexpensive addition will 
materially affect and increase the value of the company’s pro- 
perty; but the company having been formed for the special object 
of utilising the cable laid down by the Red Sea Company from 
Suez by Aden to India, the board are advised that it would not 
be competent to this company to make the line to Beyrout. Under 
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-these circumstances the directors recommend, as the simplest means 
of effecting an object so vital to the interests of the company, umder the 
circumstances which have ocourred, that the breach line should be regie~ 
tered under the Act os a new and co-operative company, under which all 
the ebarehelders in the Telegraph to India Company shall be entitled to 
their rateable proportion of shaves. This can be done at a very small 
expense under the same management, The directors have to report the 
arrival of the steamer Sir James Duke from the Red Sea, with the cable 
‘on board, which was to have been used in repairing the fine there.’

The 
Government view this line from Calcutta to Balasore os one of 
great importance, and express a strong wish for its completion 
as quickly as possible, so that there is every probability of the 
work progressing very rapidly, especially -as the introduction 
into Balasore of salt from Liverpool ‘has broken up the manu- 
facture of that article in the locality, and has materially io- 
creased the supply of labour for the company’s operations.
